t>F FENES. 

Moulvy Arhool Lutrrf moved that the report of tin? select committee on the Bill to 
iTHikc bettcA’ provision for the recovery of certain fines in Bengal be ado])ti:d, and tlic Bill 
withdrawn. 

Mr. Wyman said he did not hiid from the report of the sidect eonnuittei' tliat any 
argument had been adduced agaimst tlu^ nee(!ssily of luakiiig additional provision for the 
recovery of the fines im])oscd under thii authority of the Sul)urban Sliiuglvter- house Act. 
He therefore Avished to ask Avhether it was comjietenl to introduce a Bill for lh(^ more etficiciit 
working of that law. 

^ The Hon^ble Ashley Eden said he Avould explain how the matb’r stood. Originally 
this question came before the Government on the recommendation of the Oommissiouer of 
Folicc that an Act amending the Slaughter-house Actsliould be passed. While that reference 
was pending before the Government, notice was given by the hon’ble gentleman ol a Bill 
which purported to be a Bill to make better provision for the recovery of certain fines 
imposed by Acts passed under a long series of legislation jirior to the year 18f»2. But Avheii 
we came to look into the matter we found, as Avas statiul in onr report, that there w^as 
no necessity to amend the process laid down in all those I^avs for the recovewy of the fines 
imposed under them, the process laid down in those law, was fixed after due eousideration at the 
iime, and there had been no oversight in the matter as had been stated, and really it apjicared 
that all that was proposed was by a sort of side-Aviud to amend the Slaughter-house Act. 
In consultation with the learned Advocatc-Cicneral we came to the conclusion that if an Act 
required amendment, it was much better that it should be done in a frank and open manner 
and not as it were by a side-wind including the Act to be amended with a number of other Acts 
which there was no necessity whatever to amcinl. This Bill would, therefore, be Avithdrawn, 
and the question of amending the Slaughter-house Act would remain as open as it was before 
this Bill was introduced ; and he had no doubt that tlie lioiFblc member himself would, on 
behalf of the Government, introduce a Bill to amend what was found defective in the 
Slanghter-bousc Act. % 

The motion was then agreed to. 
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LOCAL BATES FOE LOCAL PURPOSES. 

Mu. SciiALCii moved for leave to brine: in a Bill for local rating for certain local 
purpose?. He siiiil it would be in the recollection of the Council that three years ago the 
Government of India had requested that tlie local Governments should pMvide means for 
education and tlie construction of roads and other works from local cesses. Considerable dis- 
cussion took place at the time, and the matter was then referred to the Secretary of State for 
India, who entered fully irjtn ilia question of local rating for local purposes, and explained at 
length the arguments wliicli induced him to decide in favor of the proposed local cesses. He 
need not detain the Council hy entering into all those arguments, hut he would state to the 
Council the conclusions to whicli the Secretary of State had arrived, and on which it had now- 
been ibuud necessary to take action. In the Despatch of the Secretary of State it was stated — 

“ There is still inucli ti])solutel 3 ’’ requiring to be done, if the condition of the peoj)le is to be improved, 
which Ihe Governnierit eaijjK»l inulerfake out of iniperittl funds. Tt cannot out of tlie means now remaining 
at its disposal make aiul inainlaiii tlie roads and bye-roads required for devidoping the resources of a 
country so vast as India. Jf, iherefore, lliis work is to bo done at all, it must be done by llie liel]> of rat(‘s 
establisbed for Ihe purpose. In like iiiajiu#!* it has been assumed in all tlie discussions which have arisen 
during recenl years iijioii tlii.s sul>je<-t. that the expenditure whieli may bi‘ reipiired for the veriiacuhir 
eduentiou ol‘ llie peo)>ie, inni for sanitary inqirovenieiits, cannot be afibrded by the imperial revenue, and 
must be ijiel, in tin* main, out of the same luhlitional resources. 'J'lierc^ apjiears, indeed, to be no alterna- 
tive, unless it be the alternative of allowing file eouniry to remain without drainage, and without roads, and 
wiiliout edueatioii.” 

“ Sucdi eesses should he laid npou the owners of laud only in common with other ouiicrs of property 
whieh is of u kind to la* aeeessihh‘ to the rale/' 

“ Where such rales are li'vied ai all, they ()ught,as far as may he possible, to bo levied equal!}" without 
distiiietioM Mild willioul <*\eiM]itiou njxni all the holders of pivyerty accessible to tlie rate.” 

Further on the Sccrelury of State observed — ^ 

“It would indeed he most desirahh' if tin* h»ent eharaetei* of these rates could be enqdiatieally marked 
by eommitling holh tJie assessing of tliem and the application of them to local bodies” * * * ^ 

and if possible in carry fin* pe()ple along vnlJi us through their natural native leaders, botli in tlie assessment 
and in tlie oxpondilnre local rates. 

“ ll is, alu)ve all iJjings, reipiisile lliaf tin- benefits to be derived from the rales slioiihl he bronglit 
home to their doors,— Ihal lliese hmielils slioiild be pa]]>able, direct, immediate.” 

And llie Denpatch ilnally ex]jrc?.sed the apjiroval by tlie Secretary of State of the sugges- 
tion that — 

“ ITntil the system, maehiuery, and ineideiiee of local rating in Bengal has been salislaetorily estab- 
lished, so much only slumld, in Ihe first iiistauee, be raised as is reijuired for roads.” 

This nespateh was forwarded to tlie (jovernment of Bengal in u letter from the Governor 
General in Coniieil, in wliioh the (ioveinor General observed— 

“His K xei'llemw is most sincerely desirous that every opportunity .should be given to tlie p(*ople to 
participate in the manageineiil of lln'ir local atfairs. He believes tlial llie comparatively limited experienee 
whieh lias been gained on Ihe snhjeci is not diseouragiiig. In any jihiii v\]iieh may he considered this 
pririiiiry ohje«*t slionhl iie\»‘r hi* losi sjglif of. and lie will, with Ibis view, gladly assent to any measur(‘s whieli 
the liieiifenaiil -tiovornor may jiropost* for ensuring tin' eo-operal ion of I hi‘ intelligent classes oftln‘ communily 
b(»lh in the J('vy ofihe ]-ales and in llie dis])osaI of tlieir proceeds.” 

On receipt of this eorrespondeiua* the then Lieutenant-Governor of Hcngal ajipoiiited a 
coniiniltee for the |)ur]>o.<e of suggisting ni(»a.ns for local rating for local juirpopes, and in llie 
in.st ructions to the commit lee he idiserved — 

“ 'Fhe decision ]>roiioimeed hy the Seerelary of Slate on iJie imiiortnnt question of loejil eesses liaving 
been arrived at afler iiialure consi<h’ra1 loii ofihe ilifl’ering opiuioTis whieli are held iipoji the subject, it will 
of course be umh rslooil Hint there should lu- m» discussion in the commiltee in regard to tin; prineiplo of 
the measure uhich lias now to he carried out. It v.ill be desirable Ihal Ihe deliherutions of the committee 
should !»<■ slrictly eoiilim-rl |o the pnqmrni it»n ofa scheme of local taxation in aceurrlanec with the views 
expressed in llie ilespateh ofihe »^e(*n'tiiry oJ Slate.” 

That commit lee, of whieh he (IMr. Schaleh) had the honor to be appointed President, was 
Cfimposed, in addiii-'ii to the oHh ial element represented by'^ a inendjor of tlu; Board of Revenue 
and a Secsetavv to the (lovernmcnl, of a meinher representing tlie British Indian Association, 
of a Knro]»ean gentleiiuin wiio was interested in the management of many extensive estates, and 
;i native gcutleineii of eonsideralde rnofussil experience. The committee found their task rather 
a hard nue, and afier a couple montlis of careful deliberation they submitted to the Government 
adraM Bill and sinqioii. in wliieh llitry stated the jirinciples on which tlie Bill was prepared, and 
their reasons for <-oining to the conclusions whieh they had arrived at. That report and draft 
Bill had been considered hv the Government, and it was now proposed to lay before the Council 
a measure Ibuiuled very nincli on.tlie drait. Bill of the committee, adopting many of its principles, 
but not allc'gether adopting all its details. 

It was proposed that llie cess which should be imposed should be a cess bearing on all 
classes, which were divided into the agricultural and the non-agricultural. As regards the 
former class it was proposed that a cess should be imposed which should be based on 
the gross rental of the land ; that the collection of such cess should bo placed in the hands of 
the recorded proprietor of the estate; that all persons who had any interest in the land should 
bear a lair proportion of the cess, and that facilities would bo afforded to the proprietor, whom 
the Government would hold responsible for the collection of the cess, to recover the due 
proportions ol the rate irom all parties interested in the land. It was proposed to avoid all 
termediate governmental agency in the assessment and collection of the rate, so as to escape, 
possible, lho?c evils wliich had i»een felt by the employment of such agency in the collection 
of other taxes; and witli that view it was proposed that the assessment should be left entirely to

the people themselves under such safeguards as it was hoped would ensure with some 
accuracy a correct and fair return of income. The provisions for cfTectiniJ these safeguards would 
be rather complicated, and he would not therefore now take up the time of the Council by 
referring to them. 

With regard to the non-agricnltural classes great difEculty was felt by the committee in 
arriving at any conclusion. But after much deliberation and very grciiit hesitation it was 
determined to levy the cess by a graduated house-tax. That proposal would ho introduced in 
the Bill ; but it was felt that great difficulties existed in connection witli siici^ a tax, and it was 
hoped that the deliberations of the Connell might find some alternative which would ho open to 
fewer objections than those with wliich the collect ion of a hoiis(j-lax was nndouhtedly beset. 

He had thus stated the principles ou which these two grt'ai classes of the general commu- 
nity were proposed to be assessed. He would now say a few words as to the mode in which it 
was proposed to administer the funds obtained fron^ these assessments. It was intended that 
the application of the tax should be entirely and wholly local, that was to say, that the proceeds 
of the assessment raised in any one district should he entirely appro] )i*iatcd to the purpose of 
constructing roads and other communications in that district, so tljat tin* people might have 
evidence before them that the tax was imposed eutirc% for their own benefit. Willi regard to 
the mode of administering the tax, it was pro]K)sed, in aecordaiico with tiio roeomincinlation of the 
Secretary of State, to wliich he had already referred, that the n])f)licatioii of the ]>ro(*neds should 
be eiitrusicd to local bodies, and for this purpose a cornmitt(*e should he a[>pr)intcd in each district, 
and that at least two-thirds of its members should be persons who are not salaried officers of 
(jovernment. Such committee would be required to delermiue the amount which was to be 
yearly expended,* upon it would rest the responsibility of seeing tliat the funds raised were 
properly a])])licd and expended. 

In t.hus ])utting the whole matter before tbc CouikmI, lie had avoided entering into any 
argument with regard to the principles on wliich the Bill was founded, iK^cauhc he did not think 
that the Council liad now before them suIUcicnt data for entering into tiiat. (Jiseussion, and 
because lie lliought tliat the discussion had better take place on a subsequent txjcasion when lie 
would move tliat the Bill bo read in Couneil, and wlieii the ('oiiiicil woulil have been plae.cd in 
jiossession of all the facts and circumstances of t.lic ease; and further, beitanse, according to the 
iUiles for llu^ eoiidnet of hnsinoss, the Council did not, it appeared to Inm, in merely l aiictioiung 
the introduction of a ni(*asnrc, jilcdge themselves to the principles, or even to the details, of the 
Bill, wliich could probably be liettcr discussed at the next stage (d* the Bill, 

JIts Honortke Puestdknt said that he wished to take the opjiortuulty afiorded to 
him l)y the motion placed lieforc the Oiuncil by the hon’ble iiuniiber on liis left (Mr. 
Schalcli), to make a Statement regarding the linuncial ])osition of the Province of 
JitMigal. Ho Would, with the ])ermission of the Couneil, allow himself a latitude in going 
somewhat beyond t.ru‘ seojie of this Hill, in order to make a soinewliiil gcucnl iinaiieial siate- 
m(‘nt. 11c wislied lie could have phujed in the possesv^ion of tlie Couneil t liat (‘Xiict Budget 
of Iteecijits and !f]):pendit,ure whitih was eontemplateil by the Bcsolution i-f the (jovcrnrneiit 
of India of tin* 14tli Di'ccinber last, by whieli Hie s(die:nu of locail liiianci* was iiiaiigurat(*d. 
But lie feared that, under the (dreumstaiiees of tin s** jiroviuees, it was impossible tluil he coulfl 
do so to the extent (^mtcniplatcd by that Resolution of the (-roveniinent of India. MoiBldc 
irionibcrs were aware that not only was the systinn iiKiiigurat(‘d by the Besolutioii a new 
system, but that a cliaugi? in the jierHouvcl of the riovermncnt oI‘ ibis Province liad lately 
taken place; that he himself, as the head of the (joveniinent , was n(*w to the j^idmiiiistratinn, 
and that it would take some time lc» make himsidl’ acquainted wiih liic full .detail‘d of the 
administration of the several (bqiartmcnts. Thendore he must submit to this (Jouiicil Hint in 
order to enable him to ]>laee liefore the (^miieil an exact Budgta of Rrci ipls and K.sjicnfiiture, 
to enable him to go fully into the details of the expenditure of the st'vcvai de|)a.rlmcnts, 
to ca’iticize di’tails, tv) cut down whei'e it might be cut ilown, to stop the tide of 
expenditure where it could lie stoppc.'d, it would be neco'-sarv eandully to sc, nr iiiiz * tbo whole 
of the administration of the several d(*partniciitF, an«i that lu* niii-'t have tlnn* to enabb* biin to 
do so elleetually. What he proposed was this : that before the cominenc,i'Hicnt ol’ tln‘ linancial 
year, which would begin tm the 1st of April ii<’xt, he thought it rigiit and respectful to place 
the Couneil in fiosscssion of all that he knew hirn>elf in r gard to our lina.n'Ma.l pov,]tion. It 
had been generally considered necessary to make a. mystmy of linancial affairs ; but on the 
principle ttiiit. honesty was the best policy he de>ireil to <»p*‘ti his bean to tlu; C.'.ouncil, t » make 
a clean breast of it, so far as he hiiriself had any knowledge o( tlu* subject. 

He had spoken elsewboni regarding the advantage whicdi was likely to ae<'riie from tlie 
scheme of local finainie which had been inaugurated by the Covcniin(*nt of India, fie 
believed that in giving them a certain control over their own linanccs and making them inter- 
ested in their own administration, a power was given which liie (lovcrii incut and the (hiuncil 
were not likely to abuse by unduly hurdeuing the Province for wiiicli they legi'^latod. But at 
the same time, whilst acknowledging fully the advantages of t,he lu w systcmi, lie mu>t state 
that ho had felt to the utmost th.c sense of the resjioudbility laid upon them, and ou him to 
some extent as the hcvid of the Government, and that we were now about to approach tliat 
view of the matter iu whicii vve had t.o consider the responsibility of tlie burdens laid upon 
us along witii the advantages which would result from the scheme of local finance conceded 
by the Government of India. 

With a view to consider what those burdens were, he sliould lay before the Council such 
figures as be had been able to prepare. They would not be exact figures ; his calcplutious 
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mart proceed on the original scheme set forth in the Kesolution of the Government of India. 
Since that scheme was promulgated several re-adjustments had been made by the Government 
of India; but he woaldTmention that they had only reached this Government within the last 
two days^ and he had therefore been unable to prepare the accounts in which these Bgures had 
been introduced. The nature of these adjustments was to make some small additions to the 
assignments which had been formerly made to us, at the same time that they carried with 
them certain additional charge^. The Financial Department were a somewhat dangerous sort 
of people to deal with, and before we proceed to congratulate ourselves in consequence of any 
gifts received from them, we must look narrowly into the whole of the charges. He himself 
was inclined to look at the gifts of the Financial Department with caution and care. 

He should like to produce a Budget distinct from, and independent of, the arrangements 
for local cesses, and which he might call the Provincial Budget, so as to distinguish provincial 
taxation from that question of local cesses. Provincial taxation and local cesses were in 
principle quite distinct from one another, and he thought that the question of local cesses for 
specific local purposes should, as tar as possible, be kept quite apart from the other question of 
provinciaVfinance. The Local Rating Bill would be for proper local purposes as the hon^ble mem- 
ber who asked leave to introduce the lUH had pointed out to the Council in submitting his 
motion. In point of fact local funds andTesses of various kinds had existed in several Provinces 
long anterior to the jirovincial ariangemcnts now for the first time about to bo commenced. 
And he might say here that the Bill of which the hon'ble member had charge, was a measure 
which had been under consideration before the scheme of financial decentralization was made 
known by the Government of India. 

He was the more inclined to avoid any appearance of confounding the two subjects, 
because, while some other local Governments had, he hoped uojiistly, incurred the imputation 
of improving the occasion to add to ilicir provincial resources moie than the burden impobcd 
on them by the Govcrnincnt of India, he was especially desirous that the question of local 
rating in Bengal should not lx* prejudiced by any suspicion of the kind ; that it should ho 
quito understood that any proposal for local rating would be in good faith for really local 
objects, and subject to effective local administration. It would be peon, however, as lie 
proceeded, that, as a matter of account, the two subjects necessarily ran very much into one 
another. And the local cess question having been the earliest, wc were, on that subject, more 
near a definite plan, winch Mr. Schalch had proposed shortly to lay belorc the (^uncil. lie 
therefore took the oppoitunity to disouss our financial position generally, Imt should principally 
advert to the provincial finanoc. lie should first try to make clear what the burden trans- 
ferred to us Irom the Goverumeut of India really was, that is to say, what sums wc must make 
good which must otherwise have been found by the Government of India. He had jireparcd 
statements showing the figures as olearlv as In* could put them. 

The expenditure in past }eais on Civil Buildings, now reserved as impel ial, and on e-^tab- 
lishments was so mixed up with similar charges transferred to the local Governments, that 
ho had not been able to obtain a complete statement of tin* total expenditure on those 
departments for some years pa^^t, but lie should show presently how the principal departments 
stood on a conipaii'^on of a sene*- ol ^ears. 

He held in his hand a general statement* (A) lor the years 1801)-? 0 and 1870-71, with a 
• Vifle A ) ivndis ex])ciulituro of the previous \e.ir 1868-61). It had been said 

ri'i • some plae(»s that the yeais on whieh the grants for future years were based, 
1869-70 and 1870-71, were stuned veais, and thcielore not i ears on which a proper comparison 
could he made* lixco))tion was l.ikoii to the wonl starved,” and he would call them reduced 
years; at any rate he might state, without fear of eontiadiction or doubt, that our financial 
allotments were reduced in thoscMcarb on account of the recent financial crisis. Reductions took 
place in those years in two ways— by chocking the natural growth of the Educational and 
other deparlmciilP, which were iiocessaiily subjects ol natuial growth ; and strondl//, by very largo 
reductums of the sums allowed for *'omc other departments, as he should presently show 
when he came to deal ivitli those special d( ]>nrtmonts. In the meantime he might say 
generally that the depaitmcnta of JaiK and ol Education, especially the latter, were completely 
checked ns regards their growth. On the otlicr hand, in the departments of Police, Roads and 
Improvements, and Civil HuHdings, large reductions had been made: they were not only checked 
in their growth, but \v(»re reduced heavily The only department in respect of which the 
growth was not cheeked, was the Medical Dc])artment, that being a department on winch it 
would be very diHicult and very invidioub to attempt to place a very great check. 

The year ls6S-ti9 was the last year before what he might call the financial crisis. At 
that time the Government of India liad not placed any extraordinary check on expenditure, but 
were as liberal as the stale of the finances would admit of their being. He could not give 
precisely the expenditure in that year in the departments which were now made over to the 
local Governments ; he was only able to give a rough approximation to the expenditure in 
that year. Making allowance for such portions of the expenditure in the department ot 
Civil Buildings as wore considered to be Impciial, ho found that the sum allotted for all the 
departments, which wore now made over to the local Government, in that year 1868-69, before 
the reductions were made on account of the financial crisis, was in round numbers about 180 
lakhs of rupees. As regards the ycais following, viz., 1869-70 and 1870-71, the only point of 
difference between the Statcmiiii which he held in his hand and the statement of the assign- 
ments made by the Government of India was in regard to the one item of Civil Buildings. It 
so happened that the Government of India had adopted, in lespect of our allotments for Civil 
« 
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Buildin^^ a different principle from the principle adopted in respect to the assignments made 
for other departments. They had i^ot given ns, for expenditure on ordinary^ivil buildings^ the 
sum assigned to this Province for the same purpose in 1S70-71, which was the year that was 
taken as the basis of their financial arrangements ; hut they had taken the total sum granted 
for Civil Buildings in the year 1870-71, viz., fifteen lakhs, and they had deducted from that, not 
the sums given for Imperial Buildings in that year, hut the average proportion of several years 
^before, when the Government had h(ien much more liberal, not to say extravagant with regard 
to the construction of buildings in ('alcutta. Whereas we only got for these buildings in the 
past year two lakhs of rupees, they had proceeded on the average proportion of tlie allotments on 
this account for j)rcvious years, and deducted four lakhs, and therefore they had given iis two 
lakhs of rupees less than in the past year on which the assignments were based. It was to be hoped 
that this would eventually be conceded, that even the Financial Department might be induced to 
give the two lakhs of rupees which it had thus deducted. But the Financial Department were very 
hard to deal with, and we could not be sure that we should get back those two lakhs. Still, 
60 far as the year 1870-71 was concerned, he was justified in adding these two lakhs fqp: the 
purpose of comparison. 

Before he proceeded to enter into the details of the ei^ienditure on account of the several 
departments, he should allude to certain statements which had been made, from which it 
might.be inferred that the (lovernmeni of this jjrovince had not been burdened with the 
responsibility of finding considerable ways and means. It had been declared in the Govern- 
ment Resolution of l4th December, that the local Governments must bear certain burdens, 
present and prospective, but it bad been sought to explain away the elfcct ot* the resolution 
and declarations of the Government of India, and it was done in this manner: — Those who 
made such statemonis took the departments which were not cut, J[>ut only checked, and 
dealing with these departments alone, and omitting from the account the departments which 
were cut, they profiissed to show tluit we had been subjected to no deduction whatever. But 
he thought it was perfectly clear that if iJie growing departments were checked and others cut 
down, then as a whole we had been reduced a very considerable sum, as was shown bj' the 
original Resolution of the Government of India; and he was only doing bis duty in sliowing 
the effect of the arrangement as a whole on our local budget and oiir b>cal finances. He had 
one fiirtliei* observation to make in regard to Uhj Departments of Jails, Education, and Medical, 
that a very large projiortion of the expenditure on ace, omit of the\«e departments was not 
included in the departmental charges, but was put as public works charges, and that the 
assignments at the present time of tlic Public Works Department had been so cut down that 
we were unable to carry ou the buildings for those dcpai trncnis as wo could desire. He thought 
then that our Jail and .Education and other Departments had been cut down just as efibetually 
as if it had been done direcjtly, Avhen great reductions had been made in the grants of the 
Public Works Department. 

The general result of the Statement he held in his hand was to show that the reductions 
which had been made from the grants of the jircvious years were somewhat as follows : — The 
actual (ixpenditure on all the departments now made over to tlie local Government was in 
] 808-60, speaking roughly, in round nnnihers ISO lakhs. AYcII, then, wo had in one column the 
actual expenditure of the year 1S09-70 — the year in which the financial crisis occurred, and in 
which the expenditure was cut down to the utmost possible limit consistent with the arrange- 
ments made at the commcnccincni. of the year. The result ol' that cutting was tliat, the 
expenditure which had been about 180 lakhs in 1S0S-6U was reduced to Ks. 1,01,58,000 in 

1869- 70, or in round numbers JOL^ lakhs. In tlie next column we came to the grant for 

1870- 71. That grant was made after the financial crisis had been fully realized; it was made 
in the darkest times; at a time when it was thought necessary to iinp(»se a very heavy Income 
Tax under which we had lately groaned; and the result of tlie distrihulion made in the darkest 
times, and under the most starved circumstances, was that the grant was reduced to 154 lakhs 
of rupees. That was the year 1870-71. 

Well, then, we came to the assignment made to us for the time to come. That assignment 
as the Council were aware, in accordance with the Resolution of the Financial Department of the 
Government of India, was obtained by taking the grant for the year 1870-71, ai»d reducing it 
by something like seven per cent., thus throwing on the local Goveriiments a burden of £350,000, 
which the Government of India had thought it necessary to save from the Provincial allot- 
ments. Well that reduction, with the two lakhs of rupees unaccountably cut irom the Depart- 
ment of Civil Buildings, brouglit the grant for future years, which had been made permanent, 
to Rs. 1,43,4^,412, or in round numbers 143 lakhs of rupees. The result of that operation was, 
that for the management of thes;e departments for a series of years to come, wc had 37 lakhs less 
than we had in the comparatively prosperous year 186S-G9, and wc had 18 lakhs less than we had 
in the first year of the financial crisis 1 869-79, and we had nearly 1 1 lakhs less than we had in the 
worst year of the financial crisis 1870-7 1 . lie had said that the present grant had been arrived 
at by cutting seven per cent, from the last assignments made to the local Governmenis. Subse- 
quently there had been assigned ."ateably to the local Governinents the amount derived from 
the savings of the present year 1870-71, to the extent of £*200,000, and our Bengal share was 
about £50,000. It was clear that if that grant was to be treated as a relief to our finances 
it was at best a relief for one year only. He was inclined to argue than in reality the saving 
was not an increase for even one year, but that it Vua a certain capital in hand, a cash balance 
which it would be accessary to retain for working expenses. But that seemed to him to be a 

B 
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matter of argument and account, and was comparatively immaterial, because we were not now 
dealing with the finances of one year, but with the permanent arrangement of the assignment 
as a lasting resource; and if we were to make up a deficiency, seeing we were somewhat back- 
ward — we were several months behind the other local Governments— it seemed to him to be 
difficult to impose taxes very quickly, difficult get the people to consent to taxes, and diffi- 
cult to collect them, and that one year was little enough to do the thing thoroughly well, and 
to draw our money to meet the demands for future years. He would say that even if it might* 
be possible, by cutting, clipping, and reducing in tbe various departments, and by drawing on 
our cash balances, even if it M'ere possible to carry on through the coming year, still it was quite 
time that we should put our house in order, that we should bring home to tbe people of this coun- 
try that, if benetiiK were to Le derived by them, they must submit to a certain amount of provin- 
cial taxation. He was now speaking of provincial as disiinct from local taxation. He had 
explained wliat the figures were in regard to the amount of the j)crmancnt allotments which the 
Oo^rnment of India had made to us — that they were 37 lakhs loss than the assignment 
ma^in 18G8-()9, IS lakhs less than tiic assignments in the next year 18G0-70, and 11 lakhs 
less than the assignments in tlie most economical year 1870-71. But he must also bring 
to notice that it had boon stat(*d, and rightly too, that one main feature of the scheme of 
local finani'f w'as t/nis, that the departments that had been made over to us were not the revenue- 
producing depart incuts, but those dejnirtnients in wliicli the expenditure was continually growing. 
Some of the departments wi!re in their very naiun* department s in whicli the expenditure must 
grow wiili the growth of the populati(>n and the growth of civilization and wealth, such were 
the Educational, Medical, and other Depaitmeiit.^. And it would be fair to this Council to 
state explicitly tliat v|{hen wo proceed to put our iiout-e in order we inuft not only arrange for 
meeting the clcficil of the present, year, hut we inubt arrange for meeting a deficit in future 
years, which must increase owing to the natural growth oC those particular departments on 
which the health, wealth, and comfort and eiilighleiunent of the country depended ; and there- 
fore we n)igl)t expect tliat the deficit would be lar<rer in future yc‘ars, and we must so arrange 
our scheme of taxai ion that it. slionld also increase in future y(?ars in accordance with the 
growth of our expeiiditurt? and the demands of* these growing departments. 

The expenditure for the coming year — he ine.uit. to la'I'er to the cstimal^cs made out by 
the various departments — appeared to amount lo 100 la, kljs as against 143 lakhs assigned by 
tbe Government of Tinlia. IStill he ini^lit tell the Coimeil that by cutting down and reducing 
those departmental budgets we hoped to reduce that csl.imal.e. He was not. now in a position to 
explain to the Council wdiat the nial expenditure would be; but this he might say that taking 
the estimates of every d«*partineiit as they were now given, ami reducing llicm to the utmost 
extent that was found possible und<'i* tbe exiting system, tbe Government bad m)t up to this 
time succeeded in entiing them down to tbe figures at. wbieli ilje af^igninoni< had been made. 
For instance, be found that tlie allotment on account of Jails was Its. 20,57,000, and that after 
submitting the estimates to revision, the oflieers of the Government had found themselves 
unable to assign less than 22 lakhs. Tlien he came to the Foliee Department, for which the 
allotment Ava.s Rs. 52,4t),000. After earerully revising the estimate, and availing ourselves of 
the services of an hoidhle in<*inbcr of this ('ouiicii (Mr. Eden), and reducing tlie departmental 
charges as nnicli as ]K»s<iblo, ilie result of that revision was to leave tlio police? charges at 
lla. 54,55,000, as against Bs. 52, •10,000 in the budget assignment. And similarly in the 
Eduealioind Department there was a>signed 22 lakhs of iii])ecs, the ])rcsent estimate of the 
expenditure in iliat. de[iar1ment being 24 lakb.v. Tlie Mcvii -al Department was alwa5’S a 
growing department, the expenses which, up to this lime, liad gradually risen to Ks. 8,45,000, 
having now increased to b’s. 0,81, ()()(). Tiie particulars regarding each department he 
should explain in detail. But this lie should say hire, that the result of the present 
state of things wuis that lie liiul been totally unable to make any estimate of the prospective 
charges for roads and civil buildings, sufficient, money not being available. In some? sense 
no doubt these were optional ebarges, whicii it was possible to stop alt ogether, and which were 
therefore entirely under our com r<il ; and t lie sum which wuis left tons, after providing the 
* assignments for the other departments, and ju-nviding the luccssary funds for repairs of roads, 
&c., was so small tha' il^wmuld he vain to eslimalc wdiat the expenditure in this department 
w’ould he until we saw' wliat wc could get and wdiat wc shuuhi have to expend upon this 
department. 

Seeing then that, tlie assignments of our growdug dcqjartiuents had been checked, and that 
Bevernl other departrmuits had been reduced, how* were wc to make up the sum by whicli we 
thus fell short of the most economical years that had gone, and to provide for future 
improvements and developments? 

No doubt we could save somctliing by looking more nearly into the administration, 

■ especially now that w^e had a direct incentive to do so, and by improved methods and possible 
reductions, but wo could not expect to save the whole in that w.uy ; in fact what he had 
called the iiatiuMl grow’tli of some dejiartmeiiKs w'as such that it would much more than 
counterbalance all the savings tliat we eould effect. He w^mld ask the Council to examine 
briefly with him the departments whicli had been made over. 

The first depaHment he would touch on w’as, financially speaking, a small department, 
namely Registmlion, which could not be efSKjiecled very largely to influence our position. He 
had (occasion to say in uiiothor place, and he said again, that looking at the circumstances of 
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thecoaotryj and the object of the most necessary social improvements for which the system of 
reg^istration was designed, he wps strongly of opinion that registration never should be a 
source of revenue, that it should not be permitted to us to make that department a source 
of revenue, and that under any circumstaneos we ought not do so. The result of the assign- 
ment made to us by the Government of India for this department was Rs. 55,000 less than 
nothing. If we considered that it was a jnst principle to extend and improve this department 
with the money we got from it, and not to apply it to other purposes, then, so far from bene- 
fiting from this department, we shouid have to make good a sum of Rs. 55,000 per annum. 

Then he would goto the Printing Department. Perhaps we printed more useful books and 
extremely valuable papers tluiu we could induce any one to read. Something might be saved 
there ; but he must explain that the very large saving shown in the estimates for this depart- 
ment was not so much a saving in respect of l)ooks which nobody read, as a saving in account 
which he would explain. The fact was, that it was the practice for the printer of the 
Alipore jail press to sn])ply printed forms, &c., to tlic different d(‘partnients of the Government 
for which they executed printing work, and having a monopoly the Jail charged very much 
higher rates than those for which tlie work could be done in other presses. The chargfes for 
printing were enormously exaggerated, and tin; amount went to swell the jail receipts. That 
had now been reformed, and we should save a large sum from the nominal expense of 
printing; but in reality it would only he a readjustment of aceouiits; l>y decreasing the 
printing rates of tlio Alif)ore jail, and wc should save a large sum in the expenditure on account of 
printing; on the other hand, we should lost' just a^ much in th(‘ diminution (»f the jail receipts.. 
Therefore he could not hold out any liop<* of gaining much from the savings in the Printing 
Department. 

The next department he came to was Jails. They were all aware that tliis was a very 
important department. The wlmlc ol’thc success of <mr criminal administration after all rested 
on the good management of jails, because it was really of very little use that we should have 
to try prisoners and give verdicts by the aid of the wliole machinery of justice, unless the main 
object was carried out by tlic senteru'cs of the Courts being duly eX(‘ciited. In this Jail Depart- 
ment the assignrnenij to ns irom the (lovernment of India was nominally Rs. Ji0,57,0()0, but 
then from that was to be deducted 1 1 luklis, whieli stood on account of rcccinis from tlit^ jails, 
principally the produce of jail inaniifuchires. ('on.seqiicntly tlie rrmdt was, that instead of 
getting Rs. 20,57,000 wo only got Rs. 1), 5.2, 000. Not only that, but there was something 
(dse very important. No doubt wc got Rs. 0,52,000. 15ut there was a peculiar arrange- 
ment whhih he must cixphiin. In former times, as the (k)uneil were aware, prisoners were 
rnnployed in making roads outside the walls ol’ the jails. Ti)at system was put a sto|> 
to, and the magistrates of districts very naturally c.ri(*d out. They said, yftur improved 
system of jail management may be all very line, hut our roads are going to the dogs. 
Having tak(*u away the labor we derived from our prisoners, we onglit to get the proceeds 
of your manufae-tnr(‘s, as j)rison labor w.as one of the largest sources that wtJ bad f»>r 
keeping in repair llie roads througliont the eountry. 1’lie (jovernment conceded this 
demand, and out of tlie grants made by tin; (iovernment of India for expenditure on 
account oi jails, there were included under lhat expenditure very large sums, including 
th (5 printing* projils, which were really made ov(;r lor the purpose of making district 
roads. He found that in the year ISUH-Iil) the sum inad<; over out of the jail account 
for the maintenance nf distiiet roads in Ihngal was so nuicli us Rs. 5,40,^00; in lh()9-70 the 
sum made over was Ks. 4,(15,000, and in the <‘nn'enl year 1.S70-7I, wliicli was about to expiiHi, 
we estimated tliat it would be nearly Rs. ;),(’iS,()0(). Tims, s])eaking rmiglily, he thought he 
might say that out ot the total sum which wc received nominally for jails, in reality on the 
average a sura of Rs. 4,00,000 was devoted not to jails, hut to tl.o re])a.irs of district roads. 
The consequence was, that if there were any change of system involving a diminution of 
the profits of jail maimfactnrcs, such as tl*e r(;foi*med i)riiiting charges to which he had 
alluded, wc must make up the sum now expended (»ri account of district roads either from new 
provincial or from local taxation. In reality we imd received for jails only alxrut six lakhs 
per annum. C-oiisidcring how large the province of Bengal was, ln)W many were the districts 
into which it \\as divided, and how many were the jails in it, he need nor say that an assi^jn- 
meiit of six lakhs <if rupees appeared to him very small lor the purpose, and that there was 
no hope of making any saving from this dejrartment. T'lie result was rather likely to be very 
much in the contrary dinction He said so fur tliis reason, tliat he was very much impressed 
with tliis belief that liowcver excellent our jail system might be in respe(;t to manufactures 
and the profits derived from prison labor, punishment had been lo a very great degree sacrificed 
to the making of profits. He was not al)Out to cuter into tlie question liow far for our long- 
term prisoners the present incde of employing- prisoners in manufactures was good; how iar 
the system was likely to detci people from the coinmissicui of crimes and at the same time to 
reform prisoners, it iniglit be, for anytiiing he could state to the contrary, the best 
system that could be adopted. Ihit for short-term prisoners be thought it was 
totally impossible to apply that system. He had not h.ad time to go round to the several 
districts of Bengal, and he had been obliged therefore to take a good deal upon trust. But 
he had examined the system adopted in the Alipore jail, which was held to be the model jail 
of Bengal, and he there found that although every endeavour was used for inducing long-term 
prisoners to learn the system of jail manufactures, there was no proper provision for the 
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punishment of shoit-term prisoners^ and consequently they were allowed to go and Cut grass 
and do other sorts of light labour^ on the presumption that their term was so short that they 
were not likely to run away. That appeared to him to be defeatiiig the whole object of 
punishment. He thought that if there was any cltiss of prisoners in respect of whom there 
should he short and sharp punishment it was these short-term prisoners. The object of 
their punishment was to impress them sharply in a short time^ and let them leave prison with 
the impression that a jail was a disagreeable place, and that they would not like to come there 
again. If that was not done it became necessary to substitute for short terms of imprison- 
ment longer terms, which would give them greater opportunities of associating with the more 
hardened criminals, and tlius completely demoralize them. He asked the Jail authorities how 
it happened that there was no proper degree of punishment for short-term prisoners, and 
he was told that it was impossible to teach any system of manufacture effectually within 
a short time, and there wjs no siiflicient means of punishing them in any other way. 
Although^ then, the system f»f inanufaoturo in jails was carried out to great perfection, and 
although financially it had rat*t with great success, it probably remained for us to expend a 
good deal of money in providing cHectual inodes of punishment lor short-term prisoners. 
For these reasons, far from being able to ciFect any saving in the Department of Jails, it was 
probable tliat the exp^’nditnro under tins head would <ro on considerably increasing'. No 
doubt in the account of Jails it might be possible to avoid mueb additional expenditure, 
because we 111 iglit only reduce our jail receipts and jail jirofits, but if so, the allotment for 
district roads must be reduced, and must be supplied by local cesses ; that was hoAV the jail 
question ran into the cess (piestion. 

Tlie next department lo which he came was the Police. The grant for this department 
was put down at Its. 52,1)0,000. Hut this incbitled a good deal for municipal police, in respect 
of whom seven laklis was set (biwn as receipts, and tlie result was that the real giant was 45 
lakhs of rupees. When we looked hack to former years, we sliould find that the Police 
Department had been submitted to very consi<lerable reduction. He found that the 
expenditure on police, which amounted in 1868-CO to (31 lakhs, had been reduced in 
the following year to 58 lakhs, lathe year after that it was reduced to 55 lakhs, and our 
estimate, after consulcrnble revision, was for tluj coming year 54 lakhs; therefore, as far as 
the scrutiny of the existing system could go, the Police Department had already been very 
much reduced. The fulure nf that jiolice W'»uld very niuoli depend upon the working of 
the new Chowkidaree Hill which had been lately passed by this Council, and which he might 
describe as a Local ('css I’ill ho meant the Vilhigi* Chowkeedaree AitU If the chowkeedars 
were turned Tnto policemen, the regular police might be reduced. And on the other hand, if we 
were to iiiaintuin as chowkeedars merely the iiuligiumus village institution, why then it would 
be a serious question wlnither in reality we could luako any large reduction in the regular police, 
lie did not think we could largely jeJnee that eliarg(‘ unlc.ss we could make a total and radical 
change in the system of the ])oliee, because, compared lo other provinces, we liad by no 
means a disproportionately large charge on accoiiiit of the Bengal police. Take ilie ease of the 
Bombay Presidency. Tliere tlie charge on accouui of police in ] 870-71 was ii7^i lakhs of 
rupees, but l»y tlie reduction to wliich that charge was submitted under the Resfdntion of the 
Government of India it now stood at 35 lakhs. That was to say, the Bombay Government 
would obtain 35 laklis of rupees for their police as against 15 lakhs granted to Bengal for 
that department. Well, now tlio fact of the Tiiatter was this, that Bengal was just about three 
times as large as Homl>ay in respect of area and population, while the assignments made to 
Bengal and Bombay, on account ot polici*, stood in the proportion of about 9 lo 7 ; or to put 
it more simply, with three times the population and territory, we had only about one-third 
more for our police than the Bombay Government had for their yiolice. Therefore, he said, 
unless wo were able to iiilroduee very radical cbaiiges in the existing police S3\‘i tern, we could 
not expect any furtlicr very large reductions from the police department, lie would, however, 
promise that the whole subject of the police should have his most anxious and careful consi- 
deration. 

^ lie would then take the Educational Department, which was a department which he had 
described as very progressive in rcspeci of expenditure, as a very growing department, and he 
thought it was evident Unit it must be so, because the department was a comparatively young 
department. We had made certain rules for establishing certain schools and colleges, and had 
promised that on certain conditions wc would give to jirivate institutions grants of Govern- 
ment money. We had cstablisiied these tilings in the hope tliat the demand for education 
would arrow, that we would have more ap[»lieations for grants of money ; and if the size of schools 
and colleges increased, the exf^enditure in the Educational Department must naturally increase. 
There again the question of education run into the question of local cessos for local education, 
which the hon'ble member in charge of the Bill to ))rovidc for local rates for certain local purjioscs, 
had already mentioned as one ot thepurposci to which some sort of local cesses might some day 
bo applied. As the Council were aware, there had lately been a discussion on the question of 
education. There were two theories on the subject; one was that you should educate the upper 
olasBOS, ami that education slnuild filtrate downwards; the other theory was, that we should 
educate the lower classes, the mass of the people, and that education should ascend upwards. 
Ho was not. going to dcctdo between these two theories. But he was of opinion that wc should

Rules fob the enforcement of the Indian Income 
Tax Act, 1871. 

In the exercise of the power conferred by the Indiar 
Income Tax Act, Section 17, tlie Governor General in 
Council is please 1 1o make the following rules for the 
guidance of officers in matters eonneeied with tlie enfurce- 
ment of the Act. 

1. S^rUott 3. — A ‘person’ is defiiu'J to include a 
Hindu undivided family. It does not follow that the 
members of such a family may not possess separate 
income which is not the property of the family. Whether 
^e income of an individual moniber of such a family is or 
is not the property of the family is a question of fact 
upon the decision of which must depend the answer to tlie 
question whether such income should be taxed as income 
of the family or not. 

2. SecCivti 5. — All orders of exemption passed under 
Section 5 of the Indian Income Tax Act, 1870, which 
have not meantime been revoked, are hereby deidared to 
bo in force under Section 5 of the Indian Jncomo Tax 
Act, 1871. 

PART I. 

3 Section 8. — “ Salary” includes all pay and allow 
ances of appointments, whether substantive, officiating, 
or temporary ; it also includes all fixed allowances or- 
dinarily paid with salary proper, if they are given 
without reference to the question whether the service for 
which they are given is actually performed or not, or 
whether the expense in reimbursement of which they are 
given is actually incurred or not. An allowance, how- 
ever, which is granted to cover specific expenses, and 
which is not paid unless thoao expenaea arc incurred, is 
not aaUty* • 

For example, houve-rent aliowaxtoo Miinry if it is giveu inde- 
pendently (vf iUe question whether the otiicer to whom it is giTen 

g rents a house or not : but if it is giren only if churge on 
of house-rent is incurred, then it is not salary. 

rh8 asaeasmeui made under this Fart is not 
nmuo with reference to annual inoomo ; so that a salary 
paid even for a aiqgle day, at the rate of Rs 62-8 a month 
IS liable to duty, 

6, AH aujpaa stepped under the authority of Govern- 
ment on account of payments to pension or annuity 
, fundSi to regimouial mess or baud funds, or the like, 


shall bo deducted from the salary previous to assessment 
But the salary should not be exempted from duty on the 
ground that, after such deduction, it falls below the 
minimum. 

0. If any servant, annuitant, or pensioner of Govern- 
ment has insured his life or that of his wife, dr has 
contracted with an Insurance Company for a deferred 
annuity on his own life or that of his^ife, he may make 
application to the Examiner of Claims or otW officer 
wdiose duty it is to deduct the tax from his salty ; and 
on proving to the satisfaction of that officer the amount pf 
any payment made on account of such insurance during 
the year of assessment, he will be entitled to a refund of 
the tax on such payment. Provided that no jf^fund shaf* 
be allowed in respect of any sum by ■w'hich such ps^ont^ ' ’ 
added to the subscription of the assessce to the Dervic(. 
Annuity and Insurance Funds may exceed one-tenth oi 
his full salary. 

Krample. — A civilian who pays 4 per cunt, of his income to the' 
Annuity Fund, and 2|^ per cont. to Civu Fund, can claim exemption ' 
under this rule for not more than 3^ per cent, of his income. 

7. Section 9. — The form Of return to be made by the > 
treasurer or other proper officer of a Company, Ac., is , 
appended (Form A). The Collector will he able by this ) 
return to test tlio payments isade by the treasurer or 
other proper officer of sums deducted from the salaries of 
servants, Ac. But it is to be observed tliat subsequent I 
changes of establishment, enhancement of salaries or ) . 
addition of new salaries, may cause the amounts paid in 

to Government to cxcei*d those calculated from the 
rclurns so made ; and the Collector sliould take steps to 
satisfy himself that additional deductions due to in- 
creased or to new salaries arc duly made. , The same 
remarks apply to pensions and annuities. 

8. Till) deductions made by the treasurers or other 
proper officers will bi* paid over to tbe Collector at l(*ast 
once a quarter, and the Collector will arrange with 
the Companies. Ac*, the time and pi ace of payment, I'he 
treasurer or other proper officer, in paying over the 
amount, will give a statement showing the amount 
deducted from each officer’s salary Jbr each month. 

9. If any person assessable under Section 9 has 
insured his fife or that of his wife, or has contracterl with 
nn Insurance Company for a deferred annuity on his own 
life or that of Ins w ife, he may make application to tjie 
Uolleebir, and on jiroving to his satisfaction the umotnit 
of any iiaymeiii made on account of such insurance dur- 
ing the year of assessment, lie wnll be entitled to a refund 
on tbe amount of ilie tax on such payment. Provided 
that such refund shall not exceed one-tentli of the lax 
paid by tlie said person during tbe year of assessment. 

No abatement under tliis rule shall entitle any person to 
exeniTition from nssessnient on tbe ground that liis 
monthly salary is thereby reduced below Rs. 62-8. 

10. All salaries, annuities, or pensions boeoming due 
on or after tlie Ist April 1871 will be subject to assess- 
ment under tlie Act. For instance, salaries for tlio 
mouth of March, if payable by custom or rule on 1st 
April, will bo so subject. 

PART III.— Companies. 

11. Tlic Collector should take immediate steps to 
obtain the statements required for assessments under this 
part. It will bo perceived that he is now empowered to 
enquire into the accuracy of the statements rendered to 
him, 

PART IV,— Government Secubities. 


12. This Part is new. Instalments of interest which 

have fallen duo before April 1 are not liable to taxation, 
notwithstanding that, they may be’ actually disbursed 
after that date. On the other hand, interest which 
becomes duo on or after April 1 is liable to taxatio*), 
even though it may have comm^ced to accrue bdore 
April 1. /f 

13. The deductions are to be made at .the ^ite of / 

p^ment by the officers making the jpayments, theae / 

officers are responsible for oredit& to Gover^^t the/ 
amounts deducted. A form (Form 1^ is annexed fdr the/ 
certificate to be given by the Collector to pertons entitled 
to exemption under this Part by reason of the psuf^- 
cioncy 01 their whole income. This certificate r^uirea 
no stamp. 

14. Interest on Government Securities, which are the 
property of the Service Funds,* is exempted from duty* 

15- Intei^st on Government Securities, when it is ^lely 
employed for religious or charitable public purposes, will 
also be exempted from duty on the production, before the 
officer empowered to pay the interest, of a certificate 
from the Collector that it is ao^ employed.

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work on both these systems, that we sliouW hnni the can<l!<* of knowledge at both ends: he 
should wish that the light of k,rowlodi:e should bernpable of burning not only at two ends, but 
at half a dozen ends if that were pue^sible. Even if we wevo to cvnlinne our present system of 
education without entering into the question i»f educating the lower masses, the expenditure of 
this department must iuce«Baiily and inevitably giow from time to time. If we restricted 
ourselves to the permanent grant assigned to us for education by the Government of India, 
without the addition of local or provincial taxation, we eonl J not continue in our present 
course; there must be a cheek given to all education. lie would not anticipate the possibility 
of such a state of things : he felt sure that llie upper classes of the natives, who had felt the 
benefits of education, and their sons, the rising generation, would become more and more 
anxious to obtain education ; that we should not put a check to it, that we should not cut 
down the extent of our education ; but, on the contrary, that we should manage to maintain 
our schools and colleges on the systotn of giving some (Mliuiation 1o all classes, and therefore 
we must try and obtain the menus for a huge increase of expenditure in tbi.s department. 

He would toindi very briefly on the Medical DcpartincMit. This was the only department, 
the growth of whieli had not. been cheeked ill the allotments made by the Government of 
India since the financial crisis. lie believed that there was no single member of this Council 
who-would wisli that the growth of this department should lie checked. lie was quite sure 
that no one would wUli to ]>iit a check to the medical and surgical aid afforded to the people by 
our hospitals and di^^pensarics. The grant, for this department was not large, it amounted to 
lis. S, 45, 000, and it would be neeessary to make up whatever amount might be found 
necessary for the re(|uirements of this depaituumt in future years. 

Then he earne to the Department of Roads and Public imjirovinnents, wbi(di wore put 
under one iiead in tbe assignmonls made by Ilje GovcrmiHOit of India. It. was bis 
misfortune to say that the assignments made to ns Ibr tliese pnrpnjies had been very greatly 
reduc.ed. lie held in iiis hand a statement* (B) wiiieh went back to the year lS03-fii, 
* A ) brought down to tlie present time, and another statement* (C) 

* showing the present iucoiue ami tht‘ funds available for the expenditure. 
Tie found then*e that the assignment made to Htuig-al kn* roa/is and miseellanoous fuiblic 
improvements was in 18()S-(J4 lis. I4,0()d; in 1SGI..I>.’) Rs. 2S,r)r>,OOd ; in 1805-06 
Rs. 27,1(5,000; in 1800.07 Us. 20,.20,0()0 ; in 1.S07-OS \U, 2 ls8b,0l)0 ; and in 1808-00 
Rs. 21^54, 0(K). TVnrn tiiat period a (earfully rapid decreas.* in tin* assignmenl for roads and 
iuipiovements was observable. In 1809-70, tbe first year of th(‘ fmaneial erisi*. it fell down 
to Us. 22.18,000 ; in 1S70-71 it fell further to Rs. 15,78.10)0; ami the grant forlutuic years, 
under the new system, was Rs. 14,88,000. That was to say the as^ignmcnt tor the coming 
year was something like half the grants of the A cars bei'ore the linancial ciisis. That was a 
great and serious rediici ion, and we must meet it as Ix'r-t wc could. In a.Idition to that deOciency 
ill this dcpartinent, we were met with a. sort of aggravation of our diUicnlti(*s in thi.s re.speet for 
this reason, that win n wc got liberal grams wo maue a good many road-^, :indwlu‘n we made* roads 
we must bavi‘ the money wherewith to keep them in lepair. To give ns roads without giving Ihe 
means of kLM'ping them in repair was like giving a poor man an elcplnmt. Tb<» result, of our 
having nnulc tliosii roads was immensely to increase the expenditure f>n account of repairs, so 
much so that out of the total grunt on account of roads and miscellaneous improvements the 
<ujst of repairs of roads .alone was eleven and half lakhs of rii])'*es ; and the eonsoqiK nce was 
that, for the making of roads and other improvements, wc had no more than Rs, 2,30,000 
available. Notwithstanding the very great reduction made in this department, and the 
strongest necessity that imue hut absolutely necessary roads sliould be undertaken, wc had a 
demand for roads in progress, wliich were represented to be essentially necessary for the comi'ort 
and convenience of tlie people, while out of the allotment, we luid only Rs, 2,30,000 
left for tile construction of roads, lie found that the estimate* for incivly c.ariying on the 
roads which were in progress, and which wen* not' alreaily suspended, was Rs. 3,59,000, 
or half as much as again we had got for this pur]io«c ; so that if we wore restriett?d 
to that sum, we siiould not even he able to carry out tin* cousi ruction of the very 
necess.iry roads that wore now in hand, much less enter upon the construction ol‘ new roads, 
or of those which had been temporarily suspended. The pnnci]):il roads which we had now in 
hand, and for the completion of which we must provide for, were, first, tlic road to ('attack and 
Pooree, which he need not tell the native mernhers of the Crinncil was one wliieh, in the 
eyes of all good llindo<^s. was most important.; tiien there was ariot her important, road betgjcen 
Bhaugiilpore and Sooree; there was several bridges on t’ne Darj eling road ; and also several 
necessary mads on the Eastern Frontier, to Assam, Sylhet, and (’achar, and tlie districts 
branching off from them; there-foie it must be inevilahle that we must eitlier find tbe funds 
for carrying on these important and ahsolutely necessary roads or give them up altogether. 

The next was the Department of (fivil Buildings, He had explained liow our grant for 
civil buildings had been reduced from the grant of 1879-71. We had for the future a total 
grant, of Rs. 10,36,900 for this department: out of that, after setting apart f.he neeessarv 
expenditure on account of establishments and repairs, we wouM have for cxjicndilr.re on new 
works Rs. 5,74,171. Now, if we considered the immense demand m.uh* h r civil buildings, 
he thought we must feel convinced that this sum was inadequate for the purpose. He had 
only to mention that we had in progress works requiring an expendituni of Rs. 4,53,515, 
hosides many works that had been suspended, and many necessary new works. There was for 
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instance an extremely expensive work in progress in this place, he meant the great High Court 
in our vicinity. That Hisrh Court was made over to the local Government, and we must 
make up our minds to finish a work which, it was hoped, would he an ornament to Calcutta, 
however disagreeable an object to tax-payers. Besides there were a considerable number of 
district court-houses that were required, and there was also a* great demand for sub-divi- 
sional court-houses and other buildings. The^extension of the system of sub-divisions was 
one near the heart of the Government, and he believed hon^ble members would agree that the 
country was likely to derive the greatest benefit from the establishment of sub-divisions all 
over the country; we must then endeavour, as far as possible, to meet the necessary expenditure 
for court-houses and loeks-up and things of that kind. Then there was the Calcutta Univer- 
sity, which, being connected with eduf?ation, was a matter about which a very great number 
of people were interested. He had looked with anxiety at the schedule attached to the 
assignment on account of civil buildings in the hope that the Calcutta University would 
have been taken ofl’ from tbe provincial allotments, as being a matter of Imperial importance, 
but it appeared that if it was to be built at all it would have to be built from provincial funds. 
There were also other important works to which perhaps he need not now more particularly refer 
than to say that the dom.ind on this account was very considerable. No doubt some of tnese 
charges for the cniistruction of jails and court-houses would, in other parts of the world, be 
met from local rates, and in this respect also the question of provincial taxation ran into 
the question of local cesses, On the whole, he thought that these expenses should be, for the 
present at least, met from provincial sources and not from local rates. But the Council would 
perceive how much this (jnestion of provincial taxation ran into the question of local cesses, 
and how careful we should be to see that local rates were not unduly burdened with expenses 
not properly belonging to them. 

The statements to which he had already referred showed how the grant for civil buildings 
had been reduced in recent years. And taking the two branches of ])ublic works together, he 
found that in Is03-()1 tlierc was assigned for civil buildings, roads, and miscellaneous improve- 
ments Rs. 50,70,000 ; in 1801-05, Rs. 50,41,000 ; in 1 SG5-66, Rs. 45,14,000 ; in 1866-67, 
Re. 44,01,000 ; in 1807-08, Rs. 41,08,000 ; and in 1808-69, Rs. 52,13,000. He should explain 
that of these assignmtuits a j)art was devoted to the imperial buildings, of which the Govern- 
ment of India had now relieved us; tbe <leductions to be made on that account for the years 
down to 1 868-09 averaged about! lakhs per annum. In the fdlowing year 1869-70, excluding 
imperial buildings, vvi* down to Rs. 35,73,000 ; in 1870-71 the grarjt was further reduced to 
Rs. 28,91,00.0; and in the year about to (commence 1S71-72, after deducting a short assign- 
ment for establishments, it fell as low as Rs. 23,55,000, as the permanent provision lor future 
years, or considerably les-s than half of what we used to obtain in the years before tlie financial 
crisis. 

To sum up, the result sciuned to him to he that we could not cany on the departments made 
over to ns on the very reduced s(*alc wliich now pievailed ; still less could we provide for a fairly 
liberal normal expenditure ; least of all could we provide for the growth of the departments whieu 
naturally grew and were meant to grow for the lauiefit of the people ; none of these things could 
we manage witlioiit doing one of two things, either raising more monty by provincial taxation 
for provincial purposes, or throwing upon local cesses u part of the charges hitherto imperial 
and I'ow provincial. No doubt we rxiust provide from local sources, whether by compulsory 
rating or by voluntary contributions, for some benefits to the people which they had not 
hitherto enjoyed — for village roads and other material benefits, and for moral benefit in tbe shape 
of the lower but most useful education. That, question of* local taxation for new objects of 
a local charaeUii- ho as far as possible ke[)t seqmrate f rom the question of carrying on tlie duties 
already undertaken by tlie imperial and provincial Governments. As respects these last, he said 
again that wc must provide funds from some source, if we would not fall utterly hack and behind 
the rest of India and let the country relapse into a state worse than under ihe despotic rulers 
who, in some degree, by the exercise of unrestrained power, performed some of the functions 
which we now cast on civilised institutions. It might be possible so to arrange that our 
prisoners should not actually he let out of jail ; that the police should not be abolished ; that 
existing schools and diapeiisaries should not be altogether shut up, if we put a stop to almost 
all public works. Public w'orks were no doubt in some degree discretionary, and by resolutely 
checking the growth of the other departments, they might be checked ; but surely such a 
course would not be worthy of this great province. On the contrary, the cry had always been 
that too little had been done in Bengal. He would notenter on the question whether or not this 
might be justified in the past ; siifiice it to say that we were now told — ^you have the thing in your 
own hands, you have complained all this time that too little has been done, you can now raise money 
and do more. In other provinces increased expenditure might no doubt in one shape or other 
be met by an increased and increasing land revenue. Here that greatest source of revenue was 
fixed, no more could be raised ; and he thought it was apparent that if we would remove the stigma 
which had been cast on Bengal, if we would improve and advance, we must put our shoulder to 
the wheel. It was morally imjiossible that while other provinces were being taxed we should 
go free. It would be a scandal that because we had a permanent settlement, and that 
settlement had been respected, Bengal should therefore go without the most ordinary local 
comforts and improvements. 
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As reg^ards the general Government of India, we were very much in the position of a 
putneedar to whom an estate had been let at a rent fixed for ever. The zemindar was naturally 
less inclined to improve ; he might fairly soy to the putneedar you are really the substantial 
proprietor ; you should do it yourself with such assistance from me os ray share in the profits 

fairly represents. i 

Whatever the cause, we could not look rfund without eceingf that there was truth in the 
assortion that in material improvements Bengal was behind other provinces. Look at the 
roads, court-houses, seraies, jails, and many other things in other parts of I rulia, and you saw at a 
glance that Bengal had great needs, and whatever the cause of that diflorcnce might be, if it 
was to be set right at all, we must do it ourselves, or otherwise it would not be done at all. 

The conclusion then to which he came with respect to the Provincial Budget was, that we 
must either arrange to impose some new provincial taxation to meet considerable and increas- 
ing wants, or wo must directly or indirectly throw a ^^ortion of the burden on local cesses. 

He was, he once more repeated, very unwilling to propose this last, because, as he said before, 
it threw a suspicion over our proposals, and weighted those local rates with that which did not 
strictly belong to them, at a time when we wished to make tlicm acceptable to the people for 
their own benefit. If, when the time for discussion came, the Council as representing 
the people, should say deliberately, If we are to have censes, we had rather pay a Utile more, and 
have no separate tax, why, they were probably the best judges of that ; but his own advice and 
inclination would he to impose some provincial taxation for the charges hitherto defrayed from 
the general revenues, and to keep local taxation for local jmrposes not hitherto so met. 

Well, then, what provincial taxation were we to ])ropose? 'J'o be frank he had not yet fully 
made up his mind. He was very anxiously watching the action of ilic other local Governments 
on whom also this duty had been imposed, and who were earlier in the field. As fur as he had 
seen, the only really new tax that had been proposed by several of the local Governments was 
the license tax, — a tax which, in another place, he had described as being a sort of rough income 
lax on the smaller incomes oth( 3 r than those derived from land; and it would be for them to consider 
whether wc should adopt a similar tax iu this province. There were, h(3 believed, certain Bills passed 
in Madras, of which he had not been able to get a copy, and amongst them be understood a 
house tax found a place. There bad also been a proposal for taxing’ marriages, but be believed 
it had b(‘en abandoned: also a wheel tax. JJe understood that proposals had been made for 
taxing servants and elephants, so as to reach the rich, as was done in England. There had 
also been at various times proposals for putting a tax on sales and successions ; but a difficulty 
had been found as to the mode in which the tax could be imposed, except in the torm ol 
stamp duties, which was a means of taxation reserved for imperial purposes. In some 
provinces they had^ for local purposes octroi duties in towns, and ferry tolls, which seemed to 
him to be something in the nature of transit duties; and tlnu’ii were also ordinary tolls on 
Toad h a means of revenue which be should feel very much disinclined to propose to the 
Council so far as local roads wore concerned. However, the matter of taxation was in our own 
liands, and he had no doubt that a choice could he madi; of some sort of provincial taxation 
which might be suitable to the ci reams fauces of this province. 

He had said that he had not made up his mind individuully as to wliatsliould be the form 
of taxation, but he would make bold to say what, in his opinion, ought not to be the form of 
taxation. He spoke on this subject with much respect for the opinions of others in and out of 
this Council, because he was aware that many of the most competent officers, and others, diflered 
from his views on this subject. But be must say distinctly that, in bis opini\>n, it was impossible to 
meet the deficit in our funds by })utting an additional tax on salt. That was .a mode which 
seeriu’d to him to be entirely out of the cpiestion. He would take leave to mention tlui reasons for 
which an addition to the salt tax seemed to him to be practically impossible. The first reason 
was this, that salt was reserved as a source of imperial revenue, and therefore wc could not make 
any addition to the tax on salt for our purposes. Perhaps, ail cr that, to give any other reasons 
would be like the man who gave thirteen reasons for not firing a salute, the first of which was 
that he had no powder. However, he would give other reasons also.^ 

The next reason which seemed to His Honor to militate against siny increase of the 
existing duty on salt was, that it was already enormously high — iu liis opinion much higher 
than anything hut extreme financial necessity could justify. Ic sceme f to him that in a 
country where the staple food of the poorest was of that character which rccjuired a large 
proportion of this condiment, it was a hard enough thing to have recourse to so very heavy 
a tax on salt for the purpose of raising a revenue, and that no human being would, for the 
first time, dream of proposing to impose a tax at the enormous rate at which it was now 
imposed. It was only because it existed and was a fixed branch of the revenue, and •because 
the financial difficulties of the country were so great that though the Cloverument had 
greatly desired to lower the tax, they bad been unable to do so, tb li the tax was permitted to 
remain at its present rate. He miglit quote on this subject a paper written by a very able 
officer which the late Lieutenant-Governor had left with him, although Sir William Grey 
did not himself coincide with the opinions therein expressed. The paper to which he had 
referred expressed the ojpinirn of a gentleman who had had great opportunities of forming 
an opinion on the subject. He alluded to Dr. W. W. Hunter, who said— 

“The high Orissa rales have also destroyed one of the greatest sources of weali-li to the province^ ^ Jt 
is a country of rivers an d estuaries, swarming with fish, and fish used to fonn one of the staple commodities 
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of the proTinoe. Even ai tliis moment I found that it was almost the sole relish that the poorer peasantry 
can procure, and their unstimulating diet of sour rice is declared by all the surgeons to be one of the 
predisposing causes of the low state of health in Orissa. Mr. Beames mentions, in his official report to me, 
that fish is looked on as a luxurjr : “ the year's supply is stored up in reed baskets and sparingly doled 
out.” If the people try to get fresh fish, it is rotten before it reaches their villages, and tons of putrid fish 
are thus consumed. I naturally made inquiries as 1>o why they did not salt their immense hauls of fish P 
They answered invariably that the dearness ^ of salt rendered this impossible. Now salted fish is the 
natural food of a vegetable diet-eating people, as in Italy and Greece from time immemorial and at this 
day. It is also a food allowed by caste rules to resjieclablc men, and a favourite with the well-to-do 
peasantry, and such people as sardar bearers and all Mussulmans, altbougli Brahmins would not eat it, 
except from necessity. In time of famine in Orissa hundreds of tons of fish might be salted and sent up 
the rivers, and if the rates were lower, there would always be a considerable stock in the province.” 

Any one who had travelled by the Eastern Benfjal Railway could not but testify to the 
putrid character of the fish brought 1o tlie Calcutta market by that line of rail. Dr. Hunter 
proceeded — 

“ Salt is tw^o annas n seer retnil in flic inland villages, or 21//. per stone. In the inland parts of Scotland 
it is 3d. per stone. So lhat the Orissa ])oasH)]t, mLo has not one-third of the woney-spvndhtff ])ower of the 
Scotch peasant, pays seven limes a higher rate for this important necessary of life. Sait is Hmex dearer 
under our rule than under Ihc native princes, and the enhancement is recorded as one of tlie causes of the 
Khurdah insurrection ill Orissa in 1817.*' 

That was the opinion of Dr. Hunter. And His Honor thought that a lax on a first 
necessary ol life was hardly a source from which it would be jiropcr to raise a larger revenue 
than the existing very large revenue derived from salt. 

Then there was another reason why ihc tax on salt in Bengal should not be increased. 
It was he believed allowed that in the North-Western “ Provinces, where we had a saline 
soil, the duty on salt was already too heavy. He had had personal cxpericncfc of that 
province, having been at one time the Commissioner of Customs, and he knew that the 
population of the whole of the North-Western Provinces did not consume taxed salt to the 
extent of more than half of the quantity of salt that they should naturally consume, tlie other 
half being either cut off from tlie people or supplied by salt which had been smuggled through 
the customs line, or still more by ii sort of impure and unwholesome salt illicitly manufactured 
by themselves on thoir own lands. He bad no doubt that the rate must sooner or later be lowered 
in the North-Western Provinces. Supposing that the Government of India were to allow us to 
put an additional tax on Bengal salt lor provincial jiurposes (which they never would), there would 
be a great difference between the price of salt in Bengal and in the North-Western Provinces. 
The system could not be maintained, unless vve were to establish a strict customs line between 
the two provinces; and lie need not say that to establish such a line across the G angelic 
valley would be a very considerable evil. 

Fur another reason ho was of o])iinon that as a mere administrative (luestion, salt would 
not bear a furtlicr tax, as it had already been carried too high. There was a limit to the burden 
which any soureo of revenue would boar: when you went beyond a certain point, yonr tax must 
breakdown. The salt tax in dilfereiit parts of India ranged from 500 to 2,500 ])er cent, on the 
value of the article on the customs and if you attempted to enhance any tax beyond that 
point, you made I lie profit on smuggling so great that your tax must break down. It was the last 
straw that broke the earners bac-k. 

After all lie bad been giving only minor reasons why the tax on salt should not be raised. 
The last reason which he had lo bring forward was to bis mind overwhelming, namely, that it 
would be putting off llie burden from the rich and imposing it on the poor. The, tax on salt 
was a tax on the poorest of the population. It would be absolutely running counter to tlie 
^ whole justice of the case if we attempted to shiilHe oil* the burden from the shoulders of the rich 
and put it on the lowest and poorest of the people. And although it was not likely that he 
would be called upon to do so, he W(»uld almost say tliat he would rather cut ofl* his right hand 
than have anythim: to do with imposing a further tax on the .salt of the poor. 

Ho had discussed tln^ ipiestion of provincial taxation freely; and therefore he might 
venture to go on to say tliat if wc were to try indirect taxation, speaking :or himself, he iniglit 
be inclined to try a tax on an article which was much used, namely tobacco, as was done in 
almost every other country. He was aware that this tax had been regarded as unsuitable 
for imperial juirposes ; it might for that very reason be considered lawful for ns to consider 
tlie possibility of levying a tax on tobacco for provincial jmrposes ; to pick up the crumbs 
tlirowu away from the rich man’s table. His view was that it would not be desirable to 
attempt at present anythiiiir like a heavy tax on tobacco ; that it could not be desirable to 
tux every inan^s garden. Yon might adopt some lighter and easier form of taxation ; you might 
impose a license lax on theselleie of mannfactured tobacco, and perhaps levy a rate on the manu- 
facture as was done in America and other countries, where the cultivation was quite free. His view, 
supposing other hon^ble members were inclined to coincide with him, would l)e to pul a small 
and experimental lax on the sale of manufactured tobacco, and see how the experiment answered. 
If it did, the tobacco revenue might some day grow so much as to enable us to relieve the people of 
other burdens. This also would be no doubt a tax on the mass of the people. Still it was a tux 
on u luxury ; and although it was a very general tax, still it would to some degree fall on a some- 
what higher class than the consumers of salt. 

Still ii8» in the main, a tax of this sort would be a tax on tli% masses of the people, it 
would be necessary in the ends of justice and equity, and in the interests of our financial 
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requirements, that we should accompany a tax of this kind by some ta:: which would more 
especially touch the rich. Some native i^^entleTiien had lately told him, since it was understood 
that the income tax would be taken fjiT, that they would prefer the imposition of an income 
tax for provincial purposes to anythinir fclse. He was not sure \vlu*ther the Council would 
consider such a tax admissible, but as far as be was concerned, if the lir^her classes really 
wished for it, and the Government of India would permit it, the tliiufj miglit be eoiisidored. 

That was all he had to say on this subject of provincial taxation. He would now 
address himself with the utmost dilit^ence to ascertain what could be cut down, and he would 
then return to the subject and submit to the Council the sum which it would ])o necessary to 
raise for provincial pjjrposes, and after taking the be>l advice, be would siiit(^ the means by 
which he would propose to raise that amount. What he had now said was only in the nature 
of throwing out susrgestions ; but as soon as he was able make a careful exanniuition of 
the expenditure under the different heads, and had taken advice as to the most acceptable or 
least unacceptable form of taxation, he woqld propose to the C'ouneil a P)ill for the purpose 
of supplementing the assignments in so far hls they might I)e found to fall short of tlie most 
necessary requirements of the difiereni departmonls. 

lie had been long in coming to the real subject of the motion hefon* the (Council, namely 
the IJill to be introduced to provide for local rating for roads and eoinmuiiieatious. The 
hou^ble member who introduced the motion had well expressed the principle and objects of 
the measure, and it was not the refore iiocrssarv that His Honor should detain the (h»uncil by 
saying much more on that subject. The boii’blc menihiir had eutin ly cleared the ground 
as regards the chaiander of ihat iiix.‘fti<»n, ami His Honor had also endeavoured to clear the 
ground by showing liow provincial taxation might be distinguished from loea I rating. This 
Bill was intended to be resti ictCMi cntiiely to local purposes, and funds that would be raised 
under its operation would be administered by local bodies for tlicir own benclit. If was fiie 
result of long consideration and discussion. It was baseil on primuples laid down by the 
Secretary of State in conjunction willi the (jovernment of Imiia, aece))ted by tlielatc Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, and worked out by a committee appointed for ihe purpose, and pre^jided 
over by ihe hon’blc inimibcjr. No doubt the (.\)iincdl wonld rradily acci^pt. the principle 
that' funds raised for local purfioscs should lx* adiiuui>f.cred by local Ixxlies. It was totally 
impossible that works of mere local improvement should i)e uiidcrlakcii from funds derived 
from th(* Imperial Government for jirovincial ad m mist rat ion, or even from provineial funds. 
There were certain tldngs wliich the ocople of eacdi ioeality must do for themselves, and the 
object of tills Jiill was to enable the ])eople l.o do tliose tilings for Ihcniselvcs. Indirect 
taxation was scarcedy jios&ilde in restricted localities : for local pinqioses you must resort to that 
form of taxation which was long known in many countries as local rating, and it was the 
object of the present Bill to enable the peo})lo to raifrC tin! iiceessarv funds by tliat form of 
self-imposed taxation. 

Tin!, hon’blc mcjinber liad alluded fo the lii-f.r»rr of this and His Honor need 

say little more at present on that subject. If was well known tiiat in otlier provinces 
considerable funds had bci*u raised by c(*sscs, and exjieiidcd on local improvements. We 
had had a different system in llimgal. Tiierc were in this province only sonu! moderat-j funds 
raised from the prolits of ju ison labor and fiom ferries and canals, and the (juestion of raising 
local fuiuls by local tax.irion for works ol' local improvement bad not previously been much 
considered. Recently it liad been first suggested in cnunecti'.m vviiii ihe, questi ui oi' the 
cJiication of the people. He believed that the (►bjcctiou had been raised, and he llioiight fairly 
raised, that it would n »t he f.iir to lay on liu! laud alone tlie wimle burden of the pojmlar 
education. It was also stated that there was in Bengal a large amount «)f voluntary effort 
in the way of education, and it was said that it Wt>id 1 not be drsiraide to slillc tiiose efforts by 
a system of conqiulsory rating. That objeetiou was rnaiie in Bengal and had been made in 
EiiLtland. In the end the diflieulth*s regarding an educational cess were loiiud to napiire so 
much consideration that it was determined to intnxiiuie flisl, a Bill to provide* ff)r tlie most 
necessary material improvemenls. So much, as h<* had said, liad ]»een si‘tlle(l before the scheme 
of provincial finance had been resolved upon. He might perhaps be in a jiosition at 
some future period to propose a Bill for the purpose of improving and cxtviiiding local education. 
At the same time be must distinctly declare tlial if we avio|)ted the Bill imw before the 
Council, vve would be in no degree pledged to apply the Raim* principle f o an educational cess. 
He threw out as a suggestiqn, for tiie consideration of the rriemlx rs of tlu! ('oinicil and (ithers, 
whether it might not be possible as respecf.s education to jiroptisc ilie adoption of 
the principle that had been lately introducoil. in England, by which whore, volurifary efforts 
sufficed to supply a suflicient amount of education, no local taxation was imposed, but where 
voluntary efforts failed, a local rate was imposed. The lu>id)>lo mornlicr in charge had 
introduced his motion for a l()(?al road Bill in the iinist. g<‘iieral terms, as the Bill had not 
yet been completed in its full dctiils'. He had told the Council tliat the Bill was one for the 
irpprovement of local comtnunicai ions, Bef«»re the Bill was submitted it would he carefully 
considered, and pos.^ibly after full consuleration it might lief.ninfi desirahle to make eonsidorable 
jnodificutions iu it. Tiie Council would have the most ample and full opportunity of seeing the 
Bill as a whole and in all its details, and he trusted, therefore, that they would not hesitate to 
adopt the motion now before the Council that leave lie given to bring iu a Bill to provide for 
local rating for certain local purposes, vi%. for roads and oomrnunications. 
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The HoN^BiiE Ashley Eden said he did not propose to frdlow His Honor the President 
on the question of local taxation, but" only desiredrto express his general concurrence in the 
views that had been expressed. But as allusion had been made to those who wt^re strongly in 
favor of an increased salt duty in lieu of direct taxation, and as he had taken an active 
part in supporting ths,t view\ he thouglit that he might be permitted to give his reasons for 
the notions which he entertained on the subject. He should like to state hi« reasons for 
not considering the arguments that hnd be(sii adduced by the hoii'blc the President against 
an inereaso of the salt duty as altogether conclusive. 

First, it was said that sjilt was an article of imj)erial revenue, which we were therefore 
unable to tax. No doubt if tlic Council was to sit down and proposc^o pass a law for rais- 
ing the duty on salt this objecfion would be absoJutoly unanswerable, and obviously if the 
Government of India would not consent to our raising funds for provincial services by an 
increase of tlie salt duty, tlicrc was an end to the matter But what he desired to urge, and 
what those who thoqght witli him desired to urge, w^as that if it could be conclusively shown 
that the salt tax was tlic best raod(^ of raising the necessary increase to taxation for 
provincial purposes^ and the mode was iii aceordance viith the vvislies of the people who had 
to be taxed, it would be o[)en to tlic loeid Coveriiineiil to ask the Government of India, in 
lieu of all other local taxation for jiroviiicial purposes, to agree to the imposition of a small 
addition to the existing duty on salt for local purposes. Fvery one fully admitted that this 
Council could not im})osc a tax on salt : all that it was desired to urge was that the 
Government of India, in licni of pressing us to raise Iqcal eesses of an irritating and wasteful 
character, niiglit tlunnsclves do all that was luiccssary by this indirect form of taxation, to 
which nobody raised any sort of ol)jcctJon, and in fact which nobody knew that they were 
paying. 

The second reason tlnit had beam glvcji against an increase of the duty on salt was 
that the tax was already so high that no one would he likely to agree to its imposition 
at its present rate il'it wtire now for the first time ^iroposed to levy sindi a tax. As to this 
objection, he admitted that the tax oa salt was high eonijiared with the intrinsic value of 
the article; but lie wislicd to jKiirit out that uotwiihstaiiding the high rate of the duty, the 
price of salt includiug the duty Avas no liiglier now Ilian it liad hium from the bcgiuuing • 
of our rule in India, and was loss tliau it had boi u twenty years ago in consequence of the 
large importation of foreign salt and improved transit. The jirice of the salt commonly 
used by the lower classes was less than two annas per seer, and had continued at that 
rate for a long tinu' ; yet Uk* first investigati«ni into the subject of a salt tax in the 
early days of our rule in India showed tliat two annas was ilu' retail rate : so that practically 
at the first levy of this duty the tax had been just us mucli felt by the consumer as now, and 
more so; for altliougli tlu', priijc of every other article of consumption had largely increased, 
although the ])ri(;e of labor and tlie rate of wages liad inneli inereased, tbongh the value 
of money liad decreased, the [iriee of salt rcnuiined Avhat it was wlicn \vc first camo into this 
country. And lie could not sei^ how, in the face of that, anybody could hold that the salt tax 
was too high. A fnrtiicr proof was to he found in the fact that the annual consumption 
of salt had uixirly douhleil and was going on inereasing. and that the rovomie derived from 
salt Jiad increased at a rate at wdiieli no other branch of the revenue had inereased. Surely 
if the salt tax Avas too higli, tlierc avouKI have been some falling olf in tin? eonsiimpiiori of ^ 
salt; hut on the contrary tlie revenue from salt had increased at a rate in excess of every 
other branch of tlic imperial revenue and quite in cxe(?ss of tlie nominal increase attribut- 
able to increase of ])opulation. 

With regard to thii jiaper from Mr. Hunter that hail htam read to the Council as con- 
clusive evidence of the impropriety of taxing salt, he did not pretend to hi^ able to follow or 
understand tiie arguments of the Avriter : hut so far as he was capable of understanding them, 
they amounted to this : tliat because the peojilcof Italy and Greece eat salted fish, and because 
Mr. Hunter fancied he trataal something in <'omrnou between the Ooryah and the Greek and 
Italian, therefore the people of Orissa Avouhl make salted fish one of their staples of food if 
the salt tax Avas not so liigh, and that their present state of ill health and ^mfl’ering arose from ■ 
their not eating salt fisli.^ But, as he (Mr. Julen) had said before, the price of salt had not 
increased in conscijiiencc of the high rate of duty put upon it : the price was the same now '$ 
as it had been many years ago. liic’ people of Orissa never had been in the habit of eating 
Balt fish: they Avould not touch it if they got it for nothing; aiidj^ he could not therefore con*, 
ceivc any arguinent more ridiculous than that under Avhicli the <*liangc in the state of the 
public health in that province Avas attributed to Avant of salt fish. It showed a lamentable 
ignorance of the habits of the p('oplc to make such an assertion. 

Tlieu again it Avas said, if an additional tax avus put upon salt, there would be peater 
temptations to cari’A’ ou a smuggling trade in salt, and as a proof of this it waft said, that 
the people of the North-Western Provinces cat a great deal of untaxed salt. That might \ 
be true as to other parts of India : it was a point ou which he Avas not qualified to give an, 
opinion ; but the argument could hardly apply to Bengal, with which province alone ,we had 
to deal. Here it was quite impossilde for the people to obtain any salt that was not taxed, 
except in one or two districts in Bchar, and certainly this extraordinary facility of coinnlming 
untaiked salt av^s not consistent with the destruction of the public health for deficioicy <rf , . 
salt to cure fish with. * 
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Next it was said that salt could not bear au additional tax. It appeared to him that when 
we came to consider that each person consumed pn an average six seers of salt per annum at 
the outside^ and that a small increase of duty, say four annas or eight annas per maund^ 
would yield more than all the local taxes put together, it was quite clear that not a' single 
person in the country would know that he was paying any additional tax at all : what was 
four annas or eight annas per mauud to the agricultural laborer who only cat the seventh 
part of a manud in the year compared to a cess on laud or a house tax. Even those who 
knew that the salt which they consumed had been sulyectcd to the payment of a duty, did 
not know how the tax was paid or collected. 

Then it was said that an increase of the salt tax would have the cflcct of shifting 
the burden from the rich and putting it upon the poor. Ilut he thouglit that such an 
argument could hardly hear cxaminatioiu; it w^as one whiefe had often been used and as 
often refuted. For although probably the poor man consumed as much salt as the rich 
man, yet if wc took into consideration the peculiar relations of the rich with the poor— if 
we considered the number of retainers that the richer classes of the natives had always 
about them — it would be found that the apparent inequality did not in'fitct exist; for every 
native was accustomed to feed his retainers, and tliey therefore not only paid the tax them- 
selves, but for all their retainers us well, wln^rti a ]>oor man ])ai(l a single^ratc, the rich man 
paid 10, 20, 30, or 50 rates as tin; caseniiglit he. Any way, if the tax was heavy on the poor 
man he. would not be slow to sliifr it, by the increased ])rice of labour, to the rich. Any tax to 
bring in anything at all must he l(;vird on the masstis, and not on the few rich men of the 
country, and he uiidcrstoofl the object of the et^sscs to he to r(‘a<ih themassc.s. He was quite? 
sure'that any tax which did not rcacHi the lower (dasses would bring us very little. 

As to a tobacco tax lie desired to say this, that aft(^r careful consideration, the late 
Lieutenant-Governor, Sir William Grey, came to the conelnsioti that a tax on tobacco and 
a tax on salt were ba-^cd on the same princi]»lcs, if the fact were honestly stated without 
reference to mere sentiment. Everything that could be said agaiiist a tax on salt, could 
bo said against a tax on tohu(!Co. Tobacco, lliough some clioHi to call it a luxury for the 
sake of their argument, was just as much a ncccssarv of life to the iiativc? as salt. But 
there was tins to be said in favor of a tax on salt, that it was levied with very great facility, 
it was levied like a still-lu'ad duty on spirits at the place of prod iT^»t ion or importation, and 
without the very slightest diieet iulLTfereuce with the <t(>usumcr; tlicrc we.re no collectors and 
tax-gatherers, all was done by the otllcer of customs ; whereas the cf)lleetion of a tax on 
tobacco would require tlic (imploymcut of an eiiormous establislunont, let loose to plunder 
the people ; and (nen with such an c^tahlisliincut the proper (5oll(*etioTi of a tax on tobacco 
would l)e absolut(ily impossibh* when we came to coiisidcu* that in every little garden in the 
(!Ountry tobacco was groAvn and manufactured for home consumption by the people them- 
selves. The only way to levy a tax on tobacco cH’ectuiilly in these provinces, except 
possibly by an absolute proliilntiou of Uio cultivation of lobatjco was by cultivation 
lieeusos, and he hoped tliat no one in tlic present day ^vould advocate sucli a proe.eeding as 
that. On the wliolc, he tlnniglit the ca-c was si rnidy this, that if we wished to iiavo any great 
sum of moiu^v, w(^ must have a tax wliicli everyliody must payf wht‘ther ho liked it or not. 
The much abused income tax witli all its interference and wrong could not possibly bring 
in any amount similar to what wouM be obtained, without its being in any way even felt 
as a burden to tlic peoph?, by au increase of tluj duty upon salt. 

Mu. lloniNsoN said, as tlic hoirblc member who hud just spoken had alluded to this 
subject of the taxation of salt, be wished to take the opportunity of stating iliatithad always 
appeared to him that the ohjeetiou to the salt tax, as a tax on the poor, was only a sentimental 
one ; he had never licard anything that could bi‘ called au argument, urged against it. It was 
entirely in defence of the poor, especially in Bengal, that be was in favor of an increase of 
the salt tax in preference to any other lorrii of laxaliou, if it were necessary to tax the poorer 
classes at all. In the first place, such a tax could he colhicted Avitliout any additional expense 
to the (roveriimeiit ; and au increase to the salt tax might be infinitesimal, and yet yield a 
greater revenue than almost any other seliciue of taxation that could hi devised, requiring 
tlie cost of now machinery for its collection. 

Another reason for his preferring an increase of the salt tax was most strong in favoihof 
those very classes which it was tin? general wisli of every one to protect from the bunlen of 
taxation, namely, the vijry poor dasses of tlu^ people of Bengal ; because the tax would be 
collected without tlic direct agency of any olliccr of the Government, and without any 
assessors or collectors entering any village or making any direct application to the people at 
all — without the people being called upon to make any returns or to attend any officer in 
consequence of any assessment, or being in any wray personally iiiterfcrred with or harassed 
in the payment of the tax. 

For these reasons lie had always thought that au increase of the salt tax was 
the very best way of raising additional revenue. There was nothing that the people 
detested, there was nothing that they obje<?t(?d to so mucli, as any form of Government 
demand which brought thmn in direct communication with the officers of Government. 
On these grounds, as the subject had been raised, he would licg to say that he hoped tliat the 
question of an increase of the duty on salt in Bengal would be fully considered, if the poorer 
classes must be taxed, dismissing all sentimental obections to this form of taxation. And 
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if any means could be devised for ascertaining the feelings of all classes who would have to 
pay an increased tax, he was perfectly certain that they would, in preference to any new form 
Qf taxation, elect to be subjected to that which herhad ventured to recommend. 

Baboo Dioumbek Mittek said, he had no wish on this occasion to make any remarks 
on the Budget Statement which our President has done us the honor to lay before us j in fact 
he was under the impression that there would be no discussion upon it to-day. But as some 
of the hon^ble members had already opened the question as to what would be the most 
suitable form in wliich additional taxes could be locally raised to meet the anticipated deficit 
in the local budget, he deemed it right to say a few words on the subject. It was rather 
hard that while the imperial Government liad retained in its hands all the known and 
available sources from Mdiich revenue bad been hitherto derived, the local Governments 
should be called upon, by a strange and rather questionable polic}’' of financial dccentra- 
lizatiou, to supply the deficit caused by the transfer of certain services to those Governments, 
That deficit, though apparently only 83 lakh-5, was iti reality very nearly double that 
amount; the allotments for those services having been made on the basis of the budget 
grant of an exceptional year. It was not easy in tins eountry, as the Imperial Government 
must know wtII enongli, to discover new sources for taxation ; but if from imperious necessity 
a choice was to be made amongst the existing ones, he perfectly agreed with the tw^o hon^ble 
members who Jiad precc'ded him, tliat an aclditional duty on salt was the least objectionable 
mode in which an additional revenue could be raised, and lie said this, to the best of his 
belief, more in tlic inten st of the ])oor than tliat of the rich. No tax could be productive 
in this country which did not reach the poor, because they constituted unfortunately ninety 
per cent, of tlie jiopnlation, and unless it was meant to exempt them altogether from 
contributing to tlie additional nccarssitics of the State, no other scheme of taxation that he 
was aware of, would be more aeeeptablc to tlunn than the one contended for by the boii'hle 
members. And he ventured to say that if his eonntryracn were polled on the question, they 
would almost unanimously vote for it. 

A tax oil tobacco, to which allusion has been made by Ills Honor the President, was no 
doubt one which would reaeli the masses ; but considering the thrifty and provident habits 
of his countrymen, he certainly thought it would not be protiuetive, at any rate not 
permanently so. It w^as an article wln’cli had eonie largely into use only since the last 
fifty or sixty years. It was hardly known in onr country a liuudred years ago, and if a heavy 
duty was put upon it to make tlie tax productive, besides the oppression in various ways 
which the imposition of a new tax must necessarily entail, and that principally upon tlie 
poor, by calling into existence a new machinery for the asscssmimt and collection of tlie tax, 
the eouaumptioii, he felt confident, w^ould be sensibly reduced within a sliort period. 

Both this and the cess on land ])roposcd to he Icvit'd Avould fall on the poor, and he was 
not prepared to say that those taxes would be less burilensomc or opjjressivc to them than if 
the sum contemplated to he levied upon them were raised hy an additional duty on salt. 
He hnd already pJaetjd on record his views as to liow this additional salt duty was to be 
48upplemonted by another tax which would fall exelusivoly on tlio rich, and lie need not refer 
to it now. He reserved wdiittcvcr he might have to say on the principle of the proposed 
local road cess measure wdicii h*avc was asked for the reading of the Bill in Ch)imeil. 

Rajah Joticknuuo IMoijun 'J'agokr rose to address the'^(k)uncil when — 

The Advocate General rose to order. He said he rose simply with the objoet of suggest- 
ing that, he thougiit. it was not desirable that this discussion should proceed. The motion 
before the Council, as he understood it, was the introduction of a Bill for a specific purpose, 
the object and character of wliieli wore stated by the honMile member in charge of that Bill 
ill a most general form. His Honor tlio President, had then, he (The Advocate General) was 
sure to the lasting sati.'ifaction of the Council, made a general statement witli regard to 
taxation. He conceived that this was hardly IIl- time or the occasion for honM)le member, 
to ventilate their (qiinions on the suhjoet, as to whether or not a particular tax, which was 
not in any pos.'^ihle way connected witli the motion before the Council, was desirable. He 
hoped he should not Vie considered to be dictating to the Council in making this observations 
but he did think ♦^hat this discussion should not be further proceeded with. 

♦ His Honor Tiik President said, hi.s feeling undoubtedly was that this discussion was irre- 
gular; but at the same time be must admit tliat that irregiiiarity had no doubt Vieen commenced 
by himself in taking tlie opportunitv, wdieii making the Budget Statement, of going into a some- 
what wider field than a mere statement of the receipts and expenditure ot the year. He felt tliat 
he should apologize to the Council for Hint irregularity; but lie believed that as this was a very 
important occasion, he might claim their indulgence, and, to a certain extent, suspend the Rules 
in his own favor, in making the statement he had made. He was quite willing to admit that 
it was the right of hon'hle iiuunbers to meet the statements wliicli he had taken on himself to 
make to the Council. At the same time, since one or two hon^ble members had already 
expressed what he felt to he the case, that all the^memhers of the Council were not aiiJ could 
not be expecteti to be in accord with all the particular views Vie had veniureii to throw out, it 
might be sufficient that he shouUl t/cll hoiiMile members that the suggestions they had thrown 
out would have the most careful and respectful consideration ol the (ioverniuent. 

He c'^uld say with resport to what had fallen from the hon^lde member on the right 
(Mr, Robinson) that he lelt lo the full as much as tbe lioii’ble member that we should 
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attempt to get at the views and feelings of the mass of the people. When he spoke of the people, 
he meant not only those who v^ere educated and spoke English, but the mass of the people 
themselves, (o find a means to get at the feelings and wishes of the people had been the 
subject .of his most *anxious consideration. On a recent occasion, when a gentleman presented 
a petition to this Council, professing to be on behalf of the ryots, he took upon himself to ask 
whether any hon^ble member would undertake to represent the opinions of the ryots. No 
hon’ble member took advantage pf that occasion to ex[)ress himself as an exponent of the 
wishes of the ryots; and perliups he might say that there did not seem to be amongst the 
gentlemen in this f'ouncil any one who could be considered a representative of the masses. 
The gentlemen who cornp< sed the non -official element in the (Council must be taken chiefly 
to represent the upper strata of European and Native society ; there was no member among 
them who could say that he was a representative of tlie proper people; and he had found 
extreme difficulty in finding anywhere any person who could fully inform him of the feeling 
of the masses of the people. He did not know whether we could introduce the system of 
polling or manhood suffrage, and things of that sort that might be somewhat difficult. At 
any rate he could say this, that tlirough the instruTnentality of the local officers and others 
the Government would endeavour to become acquainted vvitli the feelings of the masses of the 
people. Strong as his own opinions were, if he should really be convinced that the masses of 
the people — in the sense of the lower strata of society and not of the upper classes only, the 
people on wh^m the real burden would fall — rcallv preferred to have an increased duty on salt 
to any other form of provincial, as distinguished from local, taxation, and if such a thing were 
possible, he would be ready in this and in other things to yield his own opinion to the wishes 
of the people who were to be taxed. But as respects tlic salt tax, he did not think it could be 
done ; they must remcmb<*r that it was the last straw that broke the camel^s back. 

It appeared to him, however, that we had already gone far enough in the path of 
irregularity in discussing the question of provincial taxation ns distinguished from local 
taxation, which latter was the subject now before the Council. He had laid before them all 
the information that he at present possessed, and somt* considerations in regard to provincial 
taxation, but he was not now prepared to siil)mit anv definite proposition on that subject. 
The matter now before the Council was a Bill for the purpose of loeil rating ; and therefore 
if, after the promise he had given hon^ble members that their views should be most fully 
considered before a scheme for provincial taxation was introduced — if hon^hlc members should 
think fit not to carry on that discu'ssion at present, — be thought it might be desirable to 
confine ourselves to the consideration of the subject at present before us. 

Kaja Jotkendko Mohun Tagoee said that after what had fallen from His Honor the 
President he would not at present go into the question of the salt tax. But with regard to 
the question of local rating, he would onlv say ihiit as the Bill was not before the Council we 
could not discuss its principles; but by not oppodng its introduction he wished it to be 
understood that he did not in any way commit himself to the adoption of the measure. 

Baboo Digumber Mitter said it was not his wish, as he had already observed, to say 
anything at the present moment on the principle of the proposed measure, but he might as 
well observe that if the repairs of the district roads should have been estimated to cost 
11 lakhs of rupees, and if the imperial grant for roads be 13 lakhs, as he found from the 
budget statement, where then was the necessity for a road ccss. So far as the construction of^ 
.new roads was concerned, he thought such works should be nndertakeu mainly on a self- 
supporting principle, and towards that end tolls should be levied on the traffic thereupon.^ 
Not only did he think this to be the correct principle upon which roads should be constructed 
and maintained, but that a strict adherence to it would be a great check to the opening 
of roads which were not dictated by the actual necessities for the time being. (The President 
here corrected the speaker by saying that the estimated cost of 11 lakhs for repairs had 
reference only to imperial and not district roads.) If the estimate, as he now found, had 
reference only to the repairs of imperial roads, then of course his remarks did not apply. 

The motion was then agreed to. 

REGULATION OF MARKETS IN CALCUTTA. 

Mr. Schalch postponed the motion, which stood in the list of business, for the consider- 
ation of the report of the Select Committee on the Bill for the better regulation, of markets 
in Calcutta.

CtorreBpondenoe about tbe d^lBoovery of limeBtone in the sub-diTiBion of 

Burpettah in Assam. 


From CoLOBin^ W. Aqnew, Officiating^ Commissioner of 'Assam, to the Secretary to the 
Government of Bengal, Revenue Department, — (No. 78, dated Gowbatty, the dth April 
1870.) 

I HAVE the honor to forward, for submission to the Hon^ble the Lientenant-Oovemor, 

No T-A dated 19 th March 1870. annexed copy of a letter from assistant commissioner, 

"" Mr. A. C. Campbell, reporting the discovery, in mouzah 

D6or Champagoorie, of a substance wliich there seems to be no doubt is good limestone. Tbe 
mouzah is situated in the Burpettah sub-division, and lies about twenty-four miles north of 
tiie station of that name ; and if Mr. Campbell be correct in his surmise that he has found 
extensive beds of limestone there, he has undoubtedly made what may indeed certainly well 
prove a discovery of the greatest value. 

2. I shall forward to Government by Major Comber, who is about to proceed to Cal- 
cutta, a specimen of the stone and of the burnt lime, and should they be favorably reported 
upon by competent authority, I beg leave to suggest that if the servipes of an officer of the 
geological department be available, they may be placed at once at my disposal, as there 
is still time before the rains set in for the locality in question to be examined and its 
capabilities ascertained. Until the* extent and value of these is known, I shall request 
Mr. Campbell not to grant a lease to any one to quarry limestone ; and the terms on which 
such leases should be granted will hereafter be submitted through the Board of Revenue if 
Mr. Campbell^s discovery be favorably reported on. 


From A. 0. Campbbll, Esq., Assistant Commifjsionor of Burpettah, Assam, to the Deputy 

Commissioner of Kamroop, Assam, — (No. T — A, dated Camp Bojoli, the 19th March 
1870 *^ 

I HAVE tho honor to report the existence of beds of limestone in mouzah Cham- 
pagoorie, on the slopes of tho hills which form the northern boundary of that mouzah. 

2. The locality where the lime strata are, is at an an elevation of about 300 or 400 feet 
above the surrounding country, on an extensive plateau covered witli grass and tree jungle, 
which is approached through a line of country, the rising of which is so gradual, that no 
symptoms of an ascent are observable until, on looking back after reaching tbe spot, a view 
is obtained of nearly the entire district on both sides of the Berhampooter. 

3. Until the lime locality is visited by a practical geologist, it is impossible to ascertain 
the precise limit to which the strata extend ; but so far as my unprofessional knowledge enables 
me to judge, 1 am of opinion that tho supply of lime is unlimited. 1 examined about four or 
five miles of country about the locality, and I noticed throughou^gei^ba^he lime strata cropped 
up in numerous places above tbe surface. As 1 have no doubt that the strata are more or less 
connected with each other, tbe inference that may naturally bo drawn is that these limebeds 
are of very great extent, and if properly worked will be sufficient to supply the whole of the 
province, as well as Eastern Bengal with lime. 

4. The closest water communication to the spot is a small stream about four miles from 
it, called tbe Khar Klioot, which is navigable throughout the year for dugouts of twenty or 
thirty maunds burthen, and in the rains native crafts of any burthen can navigate it. A good 
road might be made to the river from the lime beds at a cost of Rs. l,UO0. 

5. The supply of fuel in the neighbourhood is abundant, as the low hills near about it 
are covered with forest. 

6. Several natives of this sub-division are already anxious to obtain pottahs to work the 
lime beds. 1 have not given them encouragement to present formal applications, but I would 
be glad to obtain your instruction on this point. 

7. I beg to forward by the accompanying messenger a specimen of the lime rock as 
quarried out of tbe earth, as also a parcel of lime prepared by burning some stone similar to 
the specimen sent. I beg to add that a very strong heat is required to convert the stone into 
lime, and I employed, lor this purposo, charcoal kept ignited by the blast of a smith’s 
bellows. Insufficient heat alters the stone to a blackish mud colour and appearance.

that you will be kind enough to submit a report on the properties bf the limestone. 
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From H. B* Mbducott, BsQ^t OASciatio^ Saperioteildeiit, Geological Surrey of India, to 

H. 8. Bbadon^ Officiating XJnder-Secretary to the Government of Bengal,-— 

(No. H25, dated Calcutta, the 8th August 1870.) 

In reply to your letter No. 3003 of 28th July, I have the honor to sntimit the following 
remarks upon the sample of limestone forwarded therewith from ('hampagoorie, in Assam. 

2. An average piece of the mass sent yielded to analysis 95 per cent, of carbonate of 
lime and 5 per cent, of impurities (sand, clay). It is a very rich limestone, i.e,, it would 
yield a pure, fat lime, having no hydraulic properties itself, but capable of receiving a 
proportion ably greater amount of soorki or other admixture for the preparation of mortar. 

8. The texture of the stone at once betrays its mode of formation and occurrence, 
giving almost conclusive presumptive evidence that Mr. Campbell is mistaken in his description 
of these conditions when he speaks of the rock as occurring in continuous beds. The 
distinction is an important one geologically, and as affecting the opinion to be formed as to the 
abundance of tho rock. 

4. It is calcareous tufa, accumulated by the evaporation of drainage or spring water 
holding lime in solution. Its occurrence is therefore manifestly uncertain, and not to be 
counted upon as if it wore an out-crop of a bedded limestono, nor does its appearance give any 
presumption that more solid limestone occurs in its neighbourhood : the disintegration of a 
rock containing a very small proportion of lime is sufficient, under favorable circumstances, 
to produce large accumulations of this tufa 

5. There is, on tho other hand, no knowing to what extent this formation may or may 
not have accumulated ni any spot, and Mr. t'ampbell’s discovery may prove a most valuable 
one; considering the di arth of lime in Assam, it is well worth while to prosecute the search. 
But there can be no need of a geologist for this purpose, as may be surmised from what 1 
have said. By noticing the form of the ground where it has been found, some clue may be 
obtained to likely positions elsewhere. It is simply a question of poking about in the 
iungles. 

6. A large proportion of the lime U'^ed in Rohilkund and Upper India generally is 
obtained from a tufa like this one, formed locallv at tho surface from tho wasting of the 
calcareous sandstones of the Sivalik formation. The deposits at Champagoorie are probably 
in every way analogous.

1870.) 

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 78 dated the 6th April 
last, with encloRuic, reporting the discovt^ry, by Mr A. C. Campbell, of a species of lime- 
stone in mouzah Door Champagoorie, in the BurpettAu sub-division, and forwarding a specimen 
of the stono in question. 

2. In reply I am to forward the accompanying copy of a report* by the officiating 

.No 836 datcd 8 thAuga,ti 870 of tho ^.eolo^ical Bunroy in India on the p.o- 

perties ol the limestone, ami to reejuest that, in view to ascertain- 
ing the actual extent and value of Mr, CampbeU’s discovery, you will be so good as to direct 
that officer to carry ouc a search in the manner proposed by Mr. Mcdlicott. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor approves of your suggestion regarding the grant of quarry 
leases.

submit a further report on the discovery of lime 
deposits in mouzah Champagoorie. 

lu compliance with a demi-official request 
made to me by the executive euginec^r, Lower 
Assam division, I caused experimental cxcava^ 
tion to be made at the localities where the lime 
specimens were first found. The results, although comparatively satisfactory, yet tend W

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show that the original opinion entertained of these deposits occurring in continuous strata 
is incorrect, and that the theory, of their formation given in the report of the Government 
geologist is quite accurate. 

8. About 3,000 maunds of stone have been quarried from along the banks of a dry 
nullah. The depth of the excavations in no place exceeds six or eight feet; the deposits were 
of irregular thickness. In some places they had formed rocks of considerable size, whilst in 
other parts they merely covered the banks to the depth of a few inches. The extent of 
ground from which the above 3,000 maunds of stone were extracted is about 150 or 200 
yards in length along the banks of the nullah above described. 

4. The cost of extraction of the stone, and conveyance of about half of it to the banks 
of a river from where water conveyance to Burpettah and Gowalparah is available in the rains, 
is under Rs. 200. The transit charges to Gowalparah are not likely, in my opinion, to exceed 
Rs. 15 per 100 maunds, which, with the expenditure alrendy incurred, will cause the total cost 
of the stone doliverod at a marketalde locality to be about Rs. 25 the 100 maunds. Consider- 
ing the rates wliich now obtain for lime-stone elsewhere, the above results appear favorable, 
and show that if the stone can be found in sufficient quantities, it can be quarried so as to prove 
remunerative. 

5,. In the immediate neighbourhood of the experimental excavations above twenty more 
spots have been discovered where these deposits exist ; but of course until they are worked it 
is impossible to say to what extent and depth of thickness the stone has formed. Some of 
these places are on perfectly level ground, but T am inclined to think that they may have at 
one time formed the margin of rivulets, the beds of which have beeu tilled up by the deposit 
of silt. 

6. About ten miles from the experimental workings I visited the bed of a mountain 
stream called the Ogrong, and found that lime-stone deposits of tlie same kind as that 
now under consideration exist on both banks to a very great extent. Judging from the 
exposed portions of rocks only, I would estimate that the supply is as abundant as could be 
desired. Tlie water of this stream, and of tlie springs falling into it, is so strongly impreg- 
nated with lime, that in places from which the water has recently receded some of the dry 
boulders arc covered with a thick white crust, which, on trial with’ vinegar, I found to be 
almost pure lime. In some parts along the course of the stream tufa may be seen in process 
of formation ; this is discernible most conspicuously at places where smaller streams or springs 
fall into the main one by precipitous descent. The line of the fall is marked by a broad 
white pathway caused by the adherence of lime to the rocks over which the water passes. 
The accretions are thicker at the bottom than at the top, and vary in denseness according to 
the lime they have been forming. In some parts of the banks these accretions have increased 
so as to cause landslips* by over- weigh ting the bank, and I observed large masses of lime 
tufa which had been oviJcntly dislodged from the positions where they had formed and were; 
lying in the bed of the river. 

7. Notwithstanding the strong impregnation of lime in the water of tliis stream, it does 
not seem injurious to animal life. When I visited thespu^, a colony of Bliutcas were encamped 
on the banks, along which were picketed about eight hundred or a thousand Jiead of a magnifi- 
cent cattle which had been brought from the interior for the luxuriant j)astiiriigo obtained on 
the slopes of the lower hills. Ttic only w'uter used was tliat obtained from this stream, and 
it did not seem to have disagreed with either man or beast. 

IS. The result of iny explorations may be summed up as showing that the discovery 
of lime in Cliamj)agooric is less Valuable than what I supposed it to be prior to the receipt 
of the report of the Government geologist. Ills account of the otigin of the formation, us 
already stated, is quite aocurate. Although the limi! tufa in the immediate vicinity of the 
spot where it was first discovered is by no means exhausted by the excavations wliieli have 
been made, yet the supply is limited. Tlic fre.-.h deposits winch I have discovered appear at 
))rc8ent most extensive, but it remains to be seen whether they can be worked to an advan- 
tage. The expense of carriage is the chief outlay, ami, in the absence of roads and wheeled 
conveyance, would materially affect results. As the sanio formation of country as tliat noticed 
in Champagoorie continues all along the btase of the hills to the Monass, 1 have every reason 
to believe that abundance of lime tufa exists in that direction, and if it could be found in 
proximity to water conveyance, there can be no doubt that it would well repay working.
